Courage  of! 
Whitbread 
winner 

Christopher  Nolan,  who, 
because  he  is  spastic,  can 
neither  speak  nor  hear  nor 
move  himself  won  Britain's 
most  valuable  literary  award, 
Lhe  Whitbread  Book  of  the 
Year,  last  night  for  his  fio* 
tionalized  autobiography. 
Under  The  Eye  of. the  Clock. 
He  wins  a  total  of  £20,000. 

Mr  Nolan,  aged  21,  from 
Dublin,  has  been  mute  and 
paralyzed  since  birth.  Every¬ 
thing  he  writes  has  to  be 
tapped  out  on  a  word  proces¬ 
sor  with  a  pointer  strapped  to 
his  forehead. 

He  suffered  severe  brain 
damage  at  birth  when  his 
oxygen  supply  was  cart  off  bin 
what  was  left  within  his 
paralyzed  body  was  a  brilliant 
mind  which  bas  in  the  past 
two  years  seen  him  hailed  as 
one  of  the  most  talented 
writers  in  Britain. 

He  has  won  awards  for  a 
book  of  poems  and  in  Novem¬ 
ber  for  his  autobiography 
Under  The  Eye  Of  The  Clock.

Government  accounts  for  the 
first  nine  months  of  the  finan¬ 
cial  year  confirm  that  Mr 
Nigel  Lawson,  the  Gtancellor. 
is  on  course  for  sizeable  tax 
cuts  in  toe  Budget. 

Yesterday  Mr  Lawson  un¬ 
derlined  the  virtues  of  reduc¬ 
ing  the  role  of  Government 
and  leaving  more  money  in 
people's  pockets.  In  a  wide- 
ranging  speech  to  the  Centre 
for  Policy  Studies  reviewing 
the  changes  in  political  ideas 
from  toe  Attlee  government  to 
the  present  day,  he  restated 
what  he  called  the  moral  case 
for  capitalism. 

Self-improvement,  he  said, 
was  a  basic  human  instinct, 
and  transferring  decision¬ 
making  from  stale  to  citizen 
brought  practical  benefits.  It 
was  not  in  any  way  immoral 
for  toe  State  to  take  less  from 
the  citizen  in  toe  way  of  taxes. 

Yesterday’s  figures  suggest 
the  Chancellor  could  have 
scope  for  lax  cuts  of  between 
£3  billion  and  £5  billion  while 
keeping  Government  borrow¬ 
ing  next  year  to  niL  That 
would  allow  him  to  cut  the 
basic  rate  of  income  tax  by  2p 
to  toe  target  rate  of  25p  in  the 
pound  and  also  bring  down 
toe  higher  rales. 

The  Treasury  is  also  dis¬ 
cussing  changes  in  taxing  bus- 
bands  and  wives,  which  may 
involve  making  tax  allow¬ 
ances  partially  transferable 
The  public  sector  borrowing 
requirement  last  month  was 
£248  million,  producing  a 
cumulative  surplus  on  toe 
public  sector  accounts  of 
about  £400  million.  The 
remainder  of  toe  financial 
year  always  produces  a  surge 
of  revenue  as  companies  pay 
their  tax  bills,  so  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  expected  to  finish 
1 987-88  in  surplus  by  aboui£l 
billion  to  £1.5  billion. 

“All  toe  signs  are  that  we  are 
seeing  a  very  strong  rise  in 
revenue  both  from  the  per¬ 
sonal  sector  and  from  com¬ 
panies  "  said  Mr  Keith  Skeoch 
of  James  CapeL  toe  stock¬ 
broker.  “This  will  carry 
through  into  next  year,  giving 
the  Chancellor  scope  for  tax 
cuts  of  at  least  £3  billion." 

Other  economic  indicators 
released  yesterday  suggested 
that  dangers  of  toe  economy 
overheating  were  subsiding. 
This  will  encourage  Mr 
Lawson  to  cut  taxes  rather 
than  borrowing. 

Manufacturing  output  in 
November  fell  by  0.5  per  cent, 
tending  to  confirm  evidence 
from  toe  high  street  that 
demand  was  falling  back. 
Over  toe  past  year,  however,  it 
has  risen  sharply  with  a  6  per 
cent  increase  in  toe  latest  three 
months  on  a  year  earlier. 

Productivity  fell  slightly 
with  the  drop  in  output  but 
remained  6.6  per  cent  above 
the  level  of  a  year  earlier.

casting.  In  due  course  several 
hundred  new  stations  are  in 
prospect.

The  number  of  strikes  last  year  slatted  after  unions  balloted 
members  is  likely  to  be  the  second  lowest  since  ]  940.  Figures 
are  expected  to  show  next  month  that  fewer  than  1,000  sepa- . 
rate  strikes  were  called  in  1987. 

Up  to  November  last  year,  the  total  number  of  strikes ' 
stood  at  971.  The  figure  has  not  dropped  below  1,000  a  year 
since  1940.  except  in  1985  when  a  total  of  903  strikes  were 
called.  Ministers  will  use  the  statistics  to  show  that  their 
policies  governing  the  calling  of  official  strikes  are  working.

The  cost  of  keeping  British 
forces  in  Germany  could  be 
dashed  by  millions  of  pounds 
through  efficiency  savings  and 
policy  changes,  the  National 
Audit  Office  said  in  a  report 
published  yesterday . 

It  said  the  Ministry  of 
Defence  should  review  foe 
cost  of  allowing  servicemen  to 
have  an  unspecified  number 
of  dependants  in  Germany.  It 
should  also  employ  more  Brit¬ 
ish  service  dependants  in 
place  of  Germans. 

The  direct  cost  of  maintain¬ 
ing  British  forces  in  Germany 
has  risen  to  well  over 
£255  million  a  year,  with 
additional  costs  of  more  than 
£1  billion. 

The  69,000  servicemen  and 
staff  are  accompanied  by 
83,000  dependants,  demand- 
ing  a  substantial  social 
infrastructurc-While  accomp¬ 
anied  service  is  essential  to 
operational  morale,  the  report 
notes  that  American  armed 
service  in  Germany  is  fir 
more  restricted.

Much  of  tile  overcharging 
occurred  on  “cost-plus"  con¬ 
tracts,  in  which  final  prices 
were  agreed  only  after  work 
had  finished,  a  practice  now 
being  abandoned.

Dr  Yvonne  Wiley,  a  consul¬ 
tant  psychiatrist  in  Stapleton, 
Bristol,  said:  “Our  main  con¬ 
cern  is  to  protect  the  interests 
of  mentally  handicapped 
women". 

The  cc^ege  believes  that  the 
time  limit  should  remain  ai  28 
weeks  but,  if  Mr  Alton’s  Bill 
becomes  law,  it  wants  an 
exclusion  clause  that  would 
allow  the  mentally  handi¬ 
capped  to  have  abortions  at  a 
later  stage.

The  importance  of  British 
efforts  to  produce  an  Aids 
vaccine  was  underlined  yes¬ 
terday  with  the  admission  of  a 
serious  setback  by  leading 
French  researchers. 

Professor  Luc  Montagma, 
of  the  Pasteur  Institute  in 
Paris,  told  a  World  Health 
Organization  meeting  in  Ge¬ 
neva  that  test  vaccinations  of 
chimpanzees  had  failed  to 
protect  them  against  Aids. 

Dr  Jonathan  Mann,  director 
of  the  health  organization's 
special  programme  on  Aids, 
said  the  problems  raised 
doubts  ova  whether  it  was 
appropriate  to  start  teas  on 
human  volunteers  with  a  com¬ 
pound  that  did  not  protect 
animals. 

Latest  estimates  from  the 
health  organization  suggested 
that  the  worldwide  total  of 
Aids  cases  would  reach  about 
300,000  this  year,  although 
only  75,000  cases  have  been 
officially  reported. 

Professor  Moniagnier,  bead 

of  one  of  the  two  scientific 
groups  credited  with  identify¬ 
ing  the  virus,  said:  “One 
cannot  say  today  if  we  shall 
ultimately  have  a  vaccine 
against  Aids.  The  problem  is 
far  from  resolved.” 

He  has  joined  other  resear¬ 
chers  in  France  and  the 
United  Stales  in  failing  to 
protect  chimpanzees  against 
infection  by  the  virus  with  the 
use  of  a  vaccinia-based  com¬ 
pound.  The  setback  does  not 
mean  the  abandonment  of  this 
approach. 

However,  Professor  Wil¬ 
liam  Jarrett,  head  of  an  Aids 
research  project  at  Glasgow 
University,  said  yesterday  he 
believed  an  effective  vaccine 
was  still  attainable.  He  and 
colleagues  have  employed  a 
different  strategy,  involving 
genetic  engineering,  which  has 
already  produced  a  successful 
vaccine  against  leukaemia  in 
cats,  caused  by  a  virus  closely 
related  to  the  Aida  virus.

NHS  has  to  be  priority, 
Labour  tells  House 


The  Government  could 
afford  extra  resources  for 
the  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vice  and  the  priority  must 
be  to  rescue  the  NHS,  not 
to  give  tax  cuts,  Mr  Robin 
Cook,  chief  Opposition 
spokesman  on  health, 
told  MPs  when  he  opened 
a  debate  on  the  crisis  in 
the  NHS. 

Consultants  did  not  find  it 
fair  or  just,  he  said,  that  they  had 
to  decide  who  dies  and  who 
lives. 

Mr  John  Moon,  Secretary  of 
State  for  Social  Services,  out¬ 
lined  ways  in  which  he  aimed  to 
increase  resources  available  to 
the  NHS,  including  improving 
efficiency  in  health  authorities, 
using  new  powers  to  generate 
income  and  encouraging  the  use 
by  authorities  of  spare  capacity 
in  other  authorities. 

He  also  hoped  to  increase 
resources  by  increasing  co-op-

eration  between  the  NHS  and 
the  private  sector. 

Mr  Cook  moved  an  Opp¬ 
osition  motion  criticizing  clo¬ 
sures  of  hospital  wands  and 
cancellation  of  operations. 

It  affirmed  a  commitment  to 
the  principle  of  a  health  service 
providing  free  treatment  on  the 
basis  of  need,  not  payment,  and 
called  on  the  Government  to 
release  additional  funds  to  end 
the  financial  crisis  in  the  NHS. 

He  said  that  evidence  was 
accumulating  that  the  NHS  was 
in  a  financial  crisis. 

Most  damning  was  last  week’s

Law  will  safeguard  maintained  schools’  religious  ethos 


The  Government  would  in¬ 
troduce  an  amendment  to  the 
Education  Reform  Bill  to  in¬ 
hibit  a  change  of  religious  ethos 
in  a  grant-maintained  school, 
Mr  Kenneth  Baker,  Secretary  of 
State  for  Education,  said  during 
questions. 

Grant-maintained  schools 
would  not  initially  be  allowed  to 
change  character.  The  amend¬ 
ment  would  make  a  change  of 
religious  ethos  the  equivalent  of 
a  significant  change  of  character 
ana  therefore  subject  to  strict 
procedures. 

Other  education  questions  in¬ 
cluded  the  following: 

•  The  place  of  religious  edu¬ 
cation  in  schools  will  be  en¬ 
hanced  by  the  Education 
Reform  Bill,  which  will 
strengthen  the  methods  by 
which  parents  can  complain  if 
they  feel  that  the  subject  is  not 
taking  place  as  it  was  legally 


intended  to,  Mrs  Angela 
Rtnubold,  Minister  of  State  for 
Education,  said. 

Sir  John  Bjggs-Davison  (E p- 
ping  Forest,  Cf said  that  many 
religious  bodies  and  others 
feared  that  religious  instruction 
would  be  squeezed  and  suffer 
when  the  national  curriculum 
was  introduced. 

Mrs  Rmrhohf  said  that  the 
Government  was  taking  great 
care  to  respond  to  the  concerns 
of  many  people  about  the  place 
of  religious  education  in 
schools.

MP  ‘occupies’  committee 


Labour  launched  its  campaign 
to  listen  to  women  voters  yes¬ 
terday  with  two  of  its  leading 
female  MPs  strongly  backing 
easier  abortion  laws. 

Miss  Jo  Richardson,  the 
shadow  women's  affairs  spokes¬ 
man.  said  that  she  hoped  Mr 
David  Alton’s  private  member’s 
Bill  to  reduce  the  time  limit  for 
abortion  from  28  to  18  weeks 
would  be  defeated. 

She  said  that,  despite  an 
opinion  poll  last  year  indicating 
that  a  majority  of  women 
favoured  earner  rather  than  late 
abortions,  she  thought  most 
women  wanted  to  retain  the 
flexibility  of  the  28-week  time 
limit  and  were  “outraged  at 
what  Mr  Alton's  Bill  is  propos¬ 
ing  to  do”. 

Asked  whether  the  party 
would  change  its  policy  it  after 
listening  to  women,  it  discov¬ 
ered  that  a  majority  favoured  a 
reduction  in  the  time  limit.  Miss 
Richardson  said:  “We  are  not 
necessarily  asking  women  to 
come  along  and  ay  precisely 
what  Labour  Party  policy 
should  be.  We  are  awing  thwn 
what  their  experiences  are. 

“We  do  have  certain  pricipfes, 
but  if  we  found  a  majority  of 


women  in  t be  country  were  in 
favour  of  something  different, 
we  would  take  that  into  account 
l  think  we  would  find  women  in 
favour  of  a  more  liberal  abor¬ 
tion  Act  than  they  have  at  foe 
present  time.’' 

Miss  Ann  Clwyd,  foe  party’s 
deputy  women’s  affairs  spokes¬ 
man,  ,  said  that  in  many  other 
European  countries  women 
could  have  abortion  on  request. 
“You  would  have  thought  we 
would  have  moved  on  from 
quibbling  on  whether  abortion 
should  take  place  or  not",  she 
said. 

The  party  bunched  its  Labour 
listens  to'  Women  campaign 
with  a  “Red  Rose  Letter  Box” 
for  women  to  send  their  views  to 
the  party.

China  yesterday  reimposed 
price  controls  on  fuel  and 
key  raw  materials.  Two  sets 
of  regulations  setting  limits 
on  ou,  gas,  electricity,  steel, 
timber  and  coal,  as  well  as  on 
shipping,  railway  and  air 
transport,  were  published  by 
the  Peoples  Daily  (Mary 
Dejevsky  writes). 

The  move  is  seen  as  a 
serious  setback  for  Peking's 
ambitious  programme  to 
revitalize  production  by 
phasing  out  central  planning 
and  allowing  the  market  to 
set  prices.  The  prices  of 
many  raw  materials  have 
reached  three  or  four  times 
the  state  set  prices.

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Afghan  rebels  spoil  Soviet  ‘open  day’  in  Khost 

Hidden  battle  for  garrison  town

Khost,  Afghanistan 

The  siege  of  Khost  is  over  but 
largely  hidden  from  the  eyes  of 
the  world,  the  battle  for  con¬ 
trol  of  this  strategic  garrison 
town  is  continuing  unabated. 

The  shell-scarred  airstrip  is 
only  able  to  operate  after  dark, 
because  of  the  presence  of 
Mujahidin  rebels  equipped 
with  large  quantities  of 
ground-to-air  US  Stinger  mis¬ 
siles,  while  last  night  it  came 
under  attack  as  three  rockets 
exploded  close  to  planes  just 
about  to  take  out  the  first 
Western  reporters  flown  into 
the  town  since  the  siege  was 
broken  on  December  30. 

One  exploded  less  than  500 
yards  from  foe  plane  I  was 
about  to  climb  into,  and 
panic-stricken  Afghan  soldiers 
deployed  at  foe  airstrip1 
ducked  for  cover. 

A  second  rocket  exploded 
about  the  same  distance  away, 
on  the  other  side  of  the  narrow 
runway,  and  we  could  see  a 
third  hit  even  closer  to  the  dirt 
strip  less  than  30  seconds  after 
our  cumbersome,  twin-prop¬ 
eller  plane  had  taken  off, 

Tbe  rocket  attack  was  foe 
most  glaring  example  of  foe 
precarious  hold  the  Afghan 
and  Soviet  forces  have  on  the 
town,  after  fighting  one  of  tbe 
fircest  battles  of  the  eight-year- 
old  war  in  order  to  regain 
access  to  ft. 

From  dawn  until  dusk,  the 
dusty  town  and  surrounding 
mountains  reverberate  almost 
continuously  with  the  thud  of 
heavy  artiltay,  the  rattle  of 
machine-gun  fire  and  tbe  deaf¬ 
ening  “whoosh”  of  Katyusha 
rockets,  fired  in  batches  of  16 
at  suspected  guerrilla  posit¬ 
ions.  At  night,  foe  sky  is 
frequently  illuminated  by  the 

fighting. 

In  daylight  foe  columns  of 
smoke  aria  dust  from  the 
explosions,  and  the  back-fire 
of  foe  Soviet-built  rocket 
launchers,  hang  all  around  in 
the  clear  air,  hardly  attracting 
a  second  glance  from  foe 
45,000  remaining  civilians' 
who  have  lived  under  inter¬ 
mittent  rebel  siege  since  1978. 

The  surprise  decision  to  fly 
in  a  mall  group  of  Western 
reporters  was  seen  as  a  bizarre 
ana-  rather  risky  exercise  in 
glasnost  which  backfired  on 
the  authorities. 

Not  only  did  it  display  for 
tbe  first  time  foe  extent  to 
which  the  rebel  threat  still. 
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weather,  Iras  convinced  many 
of  foe  remaining  inhabitants 
to  dig  rudimentary  shelters  for 
extra  protection. 

The  graphically-illustrated 
Mure  of  foe  Kabul  Com¬ 
munist  regime  to  reestablish 
regular  or  safe  air  links  has 
increased  Khost’s  dependence 
on  foe  single  main  road  north, 
which  runs  to  foe  next  main 
population  centre  of  Gardes.

Helsinki  meeting  settles  consular  visit  I  Shevardnadze  confident  of 

Russia  invites  Israelis  chemical  weapons  ban  soon 


The  Soviet  Union  has  agreed 
to  allow  an  Israeli  consular 
delegation  to  visit  Moscow.  It 
will  be  the  first  such  visit  since 
it  broke  off  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions  with  Israel  in  1967  after 
foe  Six  Day  War. 

News  of  foe  visit  was  given 
by  Mr  Gennady  Gerasimov, 
foe  Soviet  Foreign  Ministry 
spokesman,  at  yesterday’s 
regular  press  briefing  in  Mos¬ 
cow.  No  date  has  yet  been 
arranged. 

Mr  Gerasimov  said  that  the 
visit  bad  been  agreed  at  an 
unannounced  meeting  be¬ 
tween  Soviet  and  Israeli  of¬ 
ficials  in  Helsinki  yesterday,  at 
which  foe  Soviet  side  had  also 
delivered  a  protest  about 
Israel’s  conduct  in  foe  occu¬ 
pied  territories  of  foe  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  Strip. 

Mr  Gerasimov  said  foe 
Israeli  delegation  would  be 
“small”  and  foe  purpose  of  its 
visit  would  be  “technical”  — 
to  look  at  foe  work  of  the 
Israeli  interests  section  at  The 
Netherlands  Embassy*  in  Mos¬ 
cow.  Tbe  Duxcb  have  handled 
Israel’s  affairs  in  foe  Soviet 
capital  since  foe  break.

The  earliest  sign  of  a  thaw 
occurred  last  July  when  an 
eight-member  Soviet  delega¬ 
tion  arrived  in  Jerusalem  for  a 
visit  The  stated  purpose  was 
to  oversee  property  owned  by 
foe  Russian  Orthodox  Church 
in  Israel,  but  it  has  also  been 
updating  passports  for  Soviet 
citizens  resident  there. 

Last  week.  Israel  announced 
that  it  had  agreed  to  extend 
the  delegation’s  visas  for  a 
month  beyond  tbe  original 
deadline.

Sir  Crispin  Charles  Cervantes  Tickelt 
foe  British  permanent  representative 
at  the  United  Nations  and  power- 
broker  this  month  of  foe  Security 
Council,  is  a  man  who  keeps  his  sang¬ 
froid. 

When  the  doors  of  the  hushed 
council  chamber  burst  open  fast 
month  and  scuffling  Palestinian  dem¬ 
onstrators  burst  forth.  Sir  Crispin 
paused  in  mid-speech  only  to  note:  "A 
little  local  colour,  I  don’t  think,  helps 
our  debate.” 

Similar  demeanour  was  said  to  have 
mightily  impressed  Mrs  Thatcher 
when  she  was  a  guest  at  Sir  Crispin's 
table  while  he  was  Ambassador  in 
Mexico  City  in  1981.  As  witnesses  tdl 
it,  be  turned  not  a  hair  when  foe  room 
was  jolted  by  an  earth 
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occupied  by  foe  Prime  Minister’s  RAF 
crew.  The  dinner  continued  to  its  end.

Aifonsm  grapples  with  diehards  in  search  of  applause

The  mihtaiy  revolts  in  Argentina 
over  the  weekend  have  led  many  to 
fear  that  the  country  may  be 
beading  once  again  towards  dis¬ 
order.  Some  even  worry  that  the 
Government  may  be  at  risk. 

The  Army  ruled  for  20  of  the  past 
50  years  and  has  been  a  very 
influential  power  for  the  other  30. 
However,  these  fears  are  misplaced. 
On  previous  occasions  foe  military, 
enjoyed  at  least  some  public  sup¬ 
port  and  civilians  were  deeply 
divided  in  their  attitudes.  Neither 
of  these  conditions  obtains  today. 

The  main  problem  for  President 
Aifonsm  was  not  foe  uprisings 


themselves,  but  the  possibility  that 
supposed  loyalists  m  the  aimed 
services  might  have  refused  to  foe 
on  fellow  omens.  This  would  have 
created  a  crisis  but  it  has  been 
averted. 

The  revolts  were  much  less 
challenging  than  those  which  occ¬ 
urred  last  April  and  seem  to 
represent  a  last-ditch  stand  by 
middle-ranking  officers  who  tan 
the  “Dirty  War”  in  foe  1970s.  Their 
complaints  are  only  partly  about 
the  risk  of  being  tried  and  jailed. 
They  also  have  a  deep  contempt  for 
their  High  Command,  which  they 
see  as  having  acquiesced  in  the 
dismantling  of  the  military’s  in¬ 
stitutional  privileges,  . 


The  fact  is,  however,  that  many 
of  these  remain  intact  The  nndear 
programme  and  arms  industries 
have  put  into  civilian  h»nd«, 
conscription  cut  back,  and  spend¬ 
ing  on  weapons  curtailed.  But  the 
Government  has  yet  to  come  to 
grips  with  its  avowed  aim  of 
democratizing  the  military  and 
integrating  them  into  society. 

In  particular,  the  attempt  to 
“professionalize”  them  is  stalled 
and  plans  to  change  the  way  they 
are  edocated  have  yet  to  be 
implemented.  The  rebels’  com¬ 
plaints  foen,  are  as  much  to  do  with 
feared  loss  of  prestige  and  of  their 
caste-like  solidarity,  as  anything 
else. 


President  Alfonsin  has  a  reput¬ 
ation  outside  Argentina  as  an  anti- 
militarist,  bm  it  is  a  different 
matter  at  home.  Recent  polls  show 
that  most  voters  see  him  as  weak 
and  indecisive. 

It  is  significant  that  even  before 
he  was  elected  he  rejected  the 
principle  that  unjust  commands 
were  not  to  be  obeyed  in  favour  of 
punishment  of  the  Junta  members 
only.  This  Iras  now  been  formalized 
in  the  “Due  Obedience”  law,  which 
effectively  pardons  the  majority  of 
officers  guilty  of  crimes. 

This  is  not  enongb  for  foe  few 
diehards  who  are  not  content  with 
bong  let  of£  but  who  believe 
society  should  applaud  them  for 


having  fought  a  victorious  cam¬ 
paign  against  Marxist  subversion. 

Privately,  many  Argentines  — 
though  they  have  no  sympathy  with 
the  military  —  are  grateful  to  them. 
Businessmen  threatened  with  kid¬ 
napping,  ‘trade  unionists  under 
threat  from  the  left  and  party 
activists  eclipsed  by  the  resort  to 
violence  can  all  rest  easier  now  that 
the  armed  left  has  been  van¬ 
quished.  But  they  can  hardly  come 
out  and  say  so  in  public.  Their 
ambivalence  is  reflected  in  the  polls 
which  show  that  they  want  the 
military  to  stay  out  of  politics  but 
give  a  low  priority  to  the  human 
rights  issue. 

In  the  longer  term,  the  question 


for  President  Alfonsin  —  and  his 
successor  —  is  how  to  give  the 
military  a  role.  In  the  past,  tension 
with  Chile  and  Brazil  and  the  threat 
to  the  established  order  from  the 
left  and  from  Peronism  gave  them  a 
job  of  sorts  to  da 
President  Alfonsin  now  has  close 
relations  with  foe  Brazilians,  has 
resolved  the  Beagle  Channel  dis¬ 
pute  with  Chile  and  support  for 
democracy  has  defused  the  inter¬ 
national  crisis.  The  only  role  left  for 
the  military  seems  to  be  the 
Falklands,  and  this  does  not  bode 
well  for  Argentina's  future  relations 
with  Britain.

national  territory  for  logistical 
bases  for  Nato’s  rear  line. 

Keeping  Spain  outride  the 
Nato  command  structure,  at 
any  rate  while  the  Socialists 
are  in  power,  will  entail  a 
cumbersome  system  of  par¬ 
allel  Spanish  liaison  missions 
to  Nato  headquarter^  and 
paraQd  defence  planning  to 
decide  which  assets  will  be 
available  in  peace  or  war.

Judgement  day  in  New  Hampshire 


Republican  candidates  fear  fatal  shift  to  centre 


From  Christopher  Thomas,  Concord,  New  Hampshire 


New  Hampshire’s  fiunons  con¬ 
servatism,  which  propelled 
President  Reagan  to  victory  in 
1980,  seems  to  have  lost  orach 
of  its  certainty  and  confidence. 

Most  of  foe  presidential 
contenders  on  the  Republican 
right  wing  are  fighting  for 
snmral  in  the  state’s  alJ- 
Iraporiani  primary  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  16,  white  Vice-President 
George  Bush  and  Senator 
Robert  Dote  —  moderates  by 
comparison  —  look  certain  to 
dominate  fop  nwtMt. 

A  despairing  General  Alex¬ 
ander  Haig  is  on  foe  verge  of 
abandoning  foe  race.  A  baffled 
Mr  Jack  Kemp,  who  claims  to 
be  President  Reagan’s  rightful 
political  bar,  remains  way 
behind  in  tbe  polls. 

And  even  farther  to  the  rear 
come  Mr  Pete  da  Port,  prob¬ 
ably  tike  most  conservative  of 
all  foe  contenders,  and  Mr  Pat 
Robertson,  the  former  TV 
evangelist,  whose  appeal  to  the 
secular  world  is  proving  to  be 
decidedly  limited. 

General  Haig,  whose  brand 
of  conservatism  can  make 
President  Reagan  soand  Eke  a 
simpering  liberal,  has  aban¬ 
doned  his  campaign  for  the 
Iowa  cancases  and  thrown 
everything  into  New  Hamp- 


shfre,  foe  first  primary  of  the 
1988  campaign. 

He  confessed  daring  a  brief 
break  in  campaigning  that  if 
he  flues  badly,  he  will  prob¬ 
ably  poll  out  there  and  then. 

“I  came  in  to  see  tins 
through,”  he  said.  “But  when 
yon  get  down  to  it,  iPs  the 
resources  available  to  the  can¬ 
didates  foal  count.  Yon  can  get 
all  the  good  will  in  the  world 
bat  if  yon  don't  have  the 
remotes  it’s  not  do-abte. 
Frankly,  it's  more  of  a  busi¬ 
ness  than  I  thought” 

A  pom-  showing  in  New 
Hampshire  can  destroy  a 
candidate’s  feud-raising  ef¬ 
forts.  So  far.  General  Haig  has 
raised  a  mere  $1.7  mfllioe 
(£960,090),  compared  with  Mr 
Bash's  $18.7  nuffioa  and  Mr 
Dole’s  $143  million. 

Probably  only  Mr  Robert¬ 
son  could  survive  a  thrashing 
here  because  he  is  Ekely  to  do 
weft  in  Iowa  and  foe  Sooth, 
where  his  born-again  evangeli¬ 
cal  credentials  wfll  help.  . 

New  Hampshire  requires 
itself  by  law  to  be  foe  first 
state  to  bold  a  presidential 
primary  every  four  years.  It  is 
small,  mostly  white,  politically 
untypical,  and  sends  a  paltry 
number  of  delegates  to  the 
national  conventions. 


It  is  important  only  because 
it  is  foe  first;  since  it  adopted 
the  current  primary  system  in 
1949,  nobody  has  been  elected 
President  without  first  win¬ 
ning  in  New  Hampshire. 

Having  cast  its  opinion,  the 
state  sinks  instantly  from 
political  view  for  another  four 
years. 

Conservatives  fear  that  New 
Hampshire  is  drifting  to  the 
centre  because  of  tbe  surge  of 
newcomers  who  want  to  enjoy 
the  state’s  prosperity,  and 
nonexistent  income  tax.  Near¬ 


ly  60  per  cent  of  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  residents  were  born 
somewhere  else. 

It  has  a  history  of  toppling 
front-runners,  including  Mr 
Bnsh  in  1980. 

Abort  half  the  voters  make 
np  their  minds  in  the  final  few 
days  of  the  campaign;  many 
follow  the  trends  set  in  foe 
Iowa  caucuses  a  week  earlier. 

Mr  Kemp,  for  one,  thinks 
New  Hampshire  may  yet  re¬ 
vert  to  its  traditional  instincts 
and  give  die  day  to  conser-

vafives.  “The  reality  Is  that 
George  Bnsh  and  Bob  Dole  are 
moderates. 

The  ferociously  right-wing 
voice  of  tike  Manchester  Union 
Leader,  which  helped  destroy 
Mr  Bosh  in  1980  and  Senator 
Edmond  Mnsloe  in  1972,  is 
being  cast  this  time  in  favour 
of  Mr  dn  Pont.  It  still  hates 
Mr  Bush  and  has  foe  knives 
otrt  for  Mr  Michael  Dukakis, 
the  Governor  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  who  heads  the  polls 
among  Democratic  contenders 
in  New  Hampshire. 

Mr  Gary  Hart  remains  high 
in  the  polls,  despite  his  high- 
jinks,  although  that  may  have 
more  to  do  with  his  name 
recognition  than  real  popular¬ 
ity.  He  did,  after  afl,  win  here 
In  1984.  The  former  Colorado 
senator  refuses  newspaper 
interviews  nowadays,  believ¬ 
ing  that  TV  appearances  are 
easier  to  controL  It  is  his  way 
of  keeping  the  debate  on 
defence  spending  rather  than 
Miss  Donna  Rice. 

The  latest  opinion  polls  give 
Governor  Dukakis,  tike  son  of 
Greek  immigrants,  a  decisive 
lead,  followed  by  Mr  Hart  and 
Senator  Paul  Simon,  Senator 
Albert  Gore  and  Mr  Brace 
Babbitt. 


Desperate  Cambodians  look  to  Paris

It  is  a  long  way  from  the  Cambodian 
peace  talks  beginning  in  Paris  today, 
bat  nobody  is  more  concerned  about 
tbe  outcome  than  170,000  refugees 
here  at  Site  Two  camp,  a  mile  from  foe 
Thai-Garnbodiaii  border. 

At  dnsk,  almost  every  adult  is  dose 
to  a  shortwave  radio  for  the  latest 
news  of  foe  meeting  between  Prince 
Norodom  Sihanouk,  the  resistance 
leader,  and  Mr  Hun  Sen,  the  Cam¬ 
bodian  Prime  Minister. 

In  other  camps,  north  and  south  of 
Site  Two,  100,000  other  Cambodians 
are  tinted  to  the  news. 

Outside  the  capital  of  Phnom  Penh, 
Site  Two  is  foe  biggest  settlement  of 
Cambodians  m  the  world.  They  live  in 
less  than  two  square  miles  of  scrubby 
wasteland.  A  settlement  of  the  conflict 
now  in  its  tenth  year  would  come  tflee 
foe  relief  of  Mafekmg. 

It  is  hard  to  find  much  optimism 
about  the  peace  talks  among  the  camp 
feadens.  Mr  Thou  Thou,  one  of  the  two 
senior  administrators,  said:  “Even  if 
gel  peace  I  don’t  think  we’ll  get 
edom  and  independence.  The 
Vietnamese  have  never  treated  the 
Khmer  people  as  human  befogs,  but 
like  chickens  in  a  poultry  ran.” 

He  knows  that  Prince  Sihanouk  is 
demanding  Western-style  democracy. 


including  a  free  enterprise  economy, 
but  says  that  because  this  would 
attract  half  of  Vietnam's  population  to 
Cambodia,  Hanoi  would  never  allow 
ft. 

Camp  leaders  say  that  the  refugees 
are  yearning  to  go  home,  but  not  to 
Vietnamese  control,  and  are  prepared 
for  hardship  in  rebuilding  their 
country. 

Among  these  border  people  arc 

6  A  breeding  ground 
for  crime,  violence 
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many  men  and  women  who,  as 
refugees,  have  acquired  qualities 
including  courage  and  determination 
which  mil  fit  them  for  leadership  in 
foe  future.  Until  then,  all  they  can  do 
is  survive  here,  or  fight  across  the 
border. 

On  the  other  hand,  however,  the 
chief  delegate  of  foe  International 
Committee  of  the  Red  Cross  in 
Thailand  says  that  the  lack  of  pros¬ 
pects  at  Site  Two  is  causing  a  new  type 
of  suffering.  International  relief  work¬ 
ers  agree  that  whatever  happens  at  the 
Paris  talks,  something  must  be  done 
quickly  at  the  camp  because  in  their 
view  foe  population  is  “rotting  to 
death”.  • 

The  Red  Ooss  delegate  describes 


life  bens  as  “a  joyless  reality  where 
irrational  violence  fuelled  by  growing 
despair  has  become  a  day-to-day 
affair,  a  reality  from  which  some  Cam¬ 
bodians  have  already  escaped  through 
suicide”. 

Site  Two  has  also  become  a  breeding 
ground  for  crime  and  violence,  mental 
and  psychosomatic  illness.  There  is  no 
work,  no  Space,  and  too  few  classes  for 
education  and  training. 

Vietnamese  forces  which  have  fre¬ 
quently  attacked  foe  camp  are  still 
within  range,  while  refugees  who  have 
ran  away  to  become  bandits  outside 
the  camp  return  to  rob,  rape  and 
murder  their  own  people. 

With  900  new  babies  a  month,  foe 
birthrate  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the 
world. 

Water  is  also  a  pressing  problem.  AH 
supplies  are  brought  by  road,  and 
arguments  over  water,  especially  in 
foe  hot  season,  are  a  leading  cause  of 
crime. 

United  Nations  officials  want  some 
of  foe  population  to  be  moved  to  new 
sites  with  underground  water,  im¬ 
proved  security  and  more  space,  but 
foe  Thai  authorities  are  reluctant  to 
move  foe  refugees. 

The  lack  of  space  is  the  worst  aspect, 
according  to  the  refugees,  who  have 
nowhere  to  be  alone  or  stretch  their 


legs.  The  only  legal  exit  is  the  track 
into  Cambodia. 

Some  who  have  tried  that  have  been 
killed  by  landmines.  Elsewhere,  others 
have  been  foot  dead  as  escapees  by 
Thai  guards. 

•  PARIS:  In  a  prelude  to  the  talks. 
Prince  Sihanouk  yesterday  met  Mr 
Son  Sami,  a  former  Prime  Minister

developments  in  Reagan’s  Star  Wars  initiative 


Two  days  before 
Christinas,  inside  a 
huge  windowless 
complex  set  in  three 
acres  of  rolling  Cal¬ 
ifornian  hills  outside  the  town 
of  San  Juan  Capistrano,  a 
significant  military  experi¬ 
ment  named  “Alpha"  began. 
Although  the  event  was  not 
classified  as  top  secret,  very 
few  details  have  emerged  For 
the  Alpha  project  is  one  of  the 
most  controversial  and  expen¬ 
sive  elements  of  President 
Reagan's  Strategic  Defence 
Initiative.  It's  the  real  stuff  of 
Star  Wars. 

Alpha  is  a  chemical  laser 
which  one  day,  if  Star  Wars  is 
ever  deployed,  could  form 
part  of  an  American  space- 
based  ballistic  missile  defence 
system.  The  Alpha  pro¬ 
gramme  is  the  most  mature  of 
the  Strategic  Defence  Initia¬ 
tive  Organization’s  (SDIO)  so- 
called  “exotic”  directed  - 
energy  technologies  under 
research  in  a  number  of 
American  laboratories. 

To  most  people,  laser  weap¬ 
ons  smack  of  science  fiction. 
To  burn  through  and  cripple  a 
Soviet  intercontinental  ballis¬ 
tic  missile  during  its  300  to 
500-second  boost  phase,  a 
laser  capable  of  working  at  25 
megawatts  would  have  to 
focus  on  the  target  at  a  range 
of  about  2,000  miles  for  seven 
seconds.  But  rapid  technologi¬ 
cal  advances  in  laser  research 
have  suddenly  made  these 
defensive  weapons  of  the  fu¬ 
ture  less  fanciful. 

The  full  scale  ground  test  in 
December  was  at  a  test  site 
belonging  to  the  American 
company  TRW  Inc.  It  in¬ 
volved  passing  a  mixture  of 
hot  hydrogenifuoride  fuel,  in 
a  partial  firing  experiment, 
through  the  two  megawatt 
aluminium  laser  to  see  if  it 
could  form  the  “free”  (sepa¬ 
rated)  fluorine  atoms  needed 


to  create  a  laser  beam.  Since 
the  Alpha  laser  can  only 
operate  in  a  vacuum,  the 
experiment  was  carried  out 
inside  an  airiess  chamber.  No 
actual  lasing  occurred. 

The  final  phase  of  the 
current  tests,  later  this  year, 
will  involve  mounting  the 
Optics  (the  reflecting  mirrors) 
and  producing  a  laser  beam. 


Work  on  the  Afpha  laser 
concept  has  been  going  on 
since  1978.  although  it  has  bad 
a  somewhat  shaky  ride 
because  of  Congressional 
reluctance  to  stump  up 
enough  money.  Although  the 
original  timetable  for  the  Al¬ 
pha  programme  has  slipped 
because  of  funding  cuts, 
significant  progress  is  now 
bong  made. 

Rick  Garcia  of  the  U5 
Air  Force  Weapons 
Laboratory  in  Kirk¬ 
land,  New  Mexico, 
which  is  responsible 
for  the  project,  replied 
enigmatically  when  I  asked  if 
this  latest  experiment  had 
been  successful  “All  experi¬ 
ments.  whether  everything 
works  or  not,  are  successful 
because  of  what  you  team." 
Drawn  further,  he  added: 
“There  are  many  other  laser 
concepts  under  research  but 
this  one  has  been  going  on  for 
about  10  years.  We've  been  at 
it  longer  than  anyone  else  and 
we've  learnt  a  for.  We  think  it 
has  great  potential  and  there 
are  no  signs  at  this  stage  that 
funding  is  going  to  be  cut 
again.” 

In  January  last  year,  three 
American  firms  —  Lockheed 
Missiles  and  Space  Company, 
Martin  Marietta  Denver 
Aerospace  and  Rockwell 
International  —  began  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  conceptual  design  and 
preliminary  costing  for  a  space 
experiment  involving  the  Al¬ 
pha  chemical  laser.  TRW  also 


began  to  assemble  the  laser  at 
thefr  Californian  plant. 

The  Alpha  device,  fuelled 
by  hydrogen  fluoride,  emits 
an  intense  beam  of  infra-red 
radiation.  For  use  in  Star 
Wars,  it  would  require  an 
extremely  precise  mirror  to 
focus  tire  beam  on  to  the 
target.  Some  American  sci¬ 
entists  ami  critics  claim  that 
such  a  space-based  mirror 
would  have  to  be  33ft  in 
diameter.  The  largest  space 
minor  yet  made,  for  the 
Hubble  Space  Telescope, 
which  is  due  to  be  put  into 
orbit  on  board  the  ITS  Space 
Shuttle  next  year,  is  only  8ft 
across. 

However,  the  series  of 
ground  tests  which  are  part  of 
the  overall  Space  Laser  Fea¬ 
sibility  Study  includes  the 
design  of  a  lightweight,  adap¬ 
tive,  segmented  mirror  which 
will  be  I3ft  in  diameter.  It  is 
claimed  that  the  technology 
needed  to  make  an  even  larger 
minor  is  now  well  underway. 
The  development  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  American  Itek 
Corporation. 

Subject  to  Congress  fund¬ 
ing,  both  the  Alpha  laser  and 
the  Large  Advanced  Minor 
Programme  (LAMP),  will  be 
incorporated  in  a  since-based 
laser  experiment  aimed  for  the 
1990s  known  as  Zenith  Star. 

Zenith  Star,  which  has  not 
yet  had  approval  to  proceed  to 
the  satellite  assembly  phase, 
consists  of  a  large,  complex 
spacecraft,  weighing  SO  tons 
and  measuring  80ft  which 
would  cany  the  Alpha  laser 
and  the  LAMP  mirror  as  wefi 
as  sensors  to  observe  the  laser. 
The  spacecraft  would  cost 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  to  build  and  up  to  half  a 
.billion  dollars  to  launch.  Al¬ 
ready  the  Alpha  laser  pro¬ 
gramme  alone  is  estimated  to 
have  cost  more  than  $200 
million.  The  experimental

Enormous  advances  will  be 
needed  in  computer  technol¬ 
ogy  to  manage  and  control  a 
Scar  Wars  system,  whether  it 
is  based  on  lasers  or  kinetic 
energy  hit-to-kill  missiles, 
known  as  “smart  rocks”.  Brit¬ 
ish  experts  are  playing  a  pan. 

Dr  Andy  Walker,  of  the 
physics  department  at  Heriot- 
Watt  University,  Edinburgh, 
has  worked  for  some  years  on 
the  concept  of  optical  compar¬ 
ing,  light  signals  instead 
of  electrical  signals  for 

processing  information.  Op¬ 
tical  technology,  if  successful 
coaid  make  computers  at  least 
100  times  foster  and  more 
powerful. 

Walker,  whose  department 
has  been  gfreo  a  three-year 
SD1  contract  by  the  Ameri¬ 
cans,  says:  “This  is  strictly 
non-dassified  work.  It  is  inno¬ 
vative  research  which  could 
have  all  kinds  of  applications. 
At  the  moment  we’re  ahead  of 
others  in  this  field  becaose  we 
have  proved  that  we  can  make 
my  simple  digital  optical 
circuits  in  the  same  way  that 
one  can  produce  digital 
electronics. 

“With  electronic  circuits 
there  is  a  significant  inter¬ 
connecting  problem  because 
yon  have  to  lay  the  wire  on  a 
microchip  in  a  very  com¬ 
plicated  pattern.  This  is  not 
the  case  with  light  signals 
becaose  they  wfll  travel 
through  each  other  without 
disturbance,  like  the  beams 
from  two  torches  shining 
through  each  other. 

“This  has  interested  the 
Americans.  But  optical  comp¬ 
uters  are  a  tong  way  off  in  the 
future.” 


LAMP  mirror  has  cost  $25-30 
million  to  build. 

Zenith  Star  holds  the  an¬ 
swer  to  some  vital  questions, 
such  as  the  effects  of  laser 
vibration  and  the  ability  to 
hold  the  beam  on  a  target 
more  than  100  miles  away.  In 
1982,  four  years  into  the 
Alpha  programme  and  one 
year  before  President 
Reagan's  famous  Star  Wars 
speech,  the  Senate  Armed 
Services  Committee  tried  to 
cancel  the  project  because  it 
was  claimed  that  Alpha's 
wavelength  was  too  long  and 
that  its  infra-red  beam  was  too 
weak  to  pose  a  serious  threat 
to  ballistic  missiles. 

But  as  one  SD1  official  said: 
“Our  first  objective  is  to  prove 
that  the  beam  could  hold  that 


spot  on  the  target  We're  not 
talking  about  destroying  it  at 
this  stage  in  die  research.” 

Officials  insist  that  the  Ze¬ 
nith  Star  experiment  would  be 
carried  out  within  the  restric¬ 
tive  interpretation  of  the  1972 
Anti- Ballistic  Missile  Treaty, 
because  neither  ballistic  mis¬ 
siles  nor  substitutes  would  be 
used  as  targets  and  it  would 
not  be  part  of  an  overall  anti- 
ballistic  missile  system.  More¬ 
over,  at  this  stage  all  the 
experiments  are  still  groundr 
based  and  there  is  no  sugges¬ 
tion,  despite  stories  of 
political  pressure  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  that  the  launch  of  an 
experimental  laser  system  into 
space  is  imminent. 

One  major  problem  is  the 
launch  itself  A  massive 


launch  vehicle  will  be  needed 
for  Zenith  Star,  more  powerful 
than  any  previous  American 
or  even  Soviet  rocket  booster. 
It  is  reported  that  the  SDIO  is 
considering  a  cluster  of  Titan, 
Della  and  space  shuttle  rocket 
systems  to  generate  up  to  10 
million  lbs  of  lift-off  thrust 
The  launch  concept  has  been 
nicknamed  die  Barbarian. 

Despite  the  technology 
problems,  the  experiments 
carried  out  so  for  on  the  Alpha 
laser  and  the  LAMP  mirror 
demonstrate  that  the  first 
crucial  steps  have  been  taken. 

Chi  board  the  Zenith  Star, 
the  Alpha  beam,  25cm  tin 
diameter,  would  pass  through 
a  hole  in  the  seven-segment 
LAMP  mirror  which  would  be 
mounted  at  the  front  of  the 


spacecraft  The  movable  mir¬ 
ror  would  then  expand  the 
beam  to  a  diameter  of  four 
metres. 

If  space-based  laser  “battle 
stations”  are  ever  deployed, 
they  would  be  placed  in  orbit 
in  such  a  way  as  to  ensure  the 
required  number  of  weapons 
are  available  to  counter  any 
ballistic  missile  launched 
from  anywhere  on  Earth. 
Furthermore,  since  the  beam 
of  some  types  of  space-based 
lasers  could  penetrate  the 
atmosphere  down  to  the  cloud 
tops,  these  exotic  weapons 
could  even  be  of  use  against 
aircraft  and  cruise  missiles. 

There  are  three  other  di- 
rected-energy  concepts  being 
researched  in  the  United 
States.  They  are  ground-based 


lasers,  such  as  the  free  electron 
laser  (FEL)  and  space-based 
particle  beams  and  nuclear 
directed  energy  weapons,  such 
as  X-ray  lasers. 


The  free  electron  laser  in 
which  a  beam  of  electrons  is 
injected  through  a  magnetic 
field  has  so  for  offered  the 
most  promising  results  in  the 
ground-based  concept.

When  the  first  drunks 
stumbled  into  the 
Leeds  detoxification 
centre,  there  was  a  feeling  of 
missionary  zeal  among  the 
staff  that  every  one  should  be 
cured  of  their  alcohol 
problem. 

Now,  says  the  manager  Paul 
Mooney:  “We  realize  that 
there  are  those  who  don’t  want 
to  change  tfaeir  lives  and  we 
are  their  last  safety  net” 

Last  year  the  centre,  situ¬ 
ated  in  a  converted  Victorian 
house  in  front  of  the  city’s 
university,  dealt  with  more 
than  1,000  admissions  for 
drunkenness,  the  majority 
brought  in  off  the  streets  by 
the  police. 

Many  of  the  “clients”  had 
been  there  many  times  — 
Leeds,  like  most  cities,  has  its 
problem  community  of  habit¬ 
ual  homeless  drunks.  But 
here  the  police  have  an  option 
other  than  locking' them  up 
and  either  involving  them  in 
expensive  court  appearances, 
or  releasing  them  to  offend 

again 

The  centre  is  Leeds  was  the 
first  detoxification  unit  in  the 
country  and  remains  the  most 
sophisticated;  the  others  are  in 
Birmingham  and  Aberdeen. 
Those  involved  —  police,  staff 
and  clients  —  all  agree  the 
units  are  a  success.  The 
government  however,  has 
withdrawn  funding,  ques¬ 
tioning  their  usefulness  and 
cost  effectiveness.

Government  argu¬ 
ments  that  too  few  clients  rail 
to  give  up  alcohol  misses  the 
point  of  the  centre,  they  say, 
because  it  is  those  persistent, 
habitual  abusers  who  need 
their  help  the  most 

The  Leeds  centre  is  man¬ 
aged  by  the  voluntary 
organization  St  Anne's 
Shelter  and  Housing  Action.  It 
has  a  staff  of  two  senior  social 
workers,  eight  care  assistants 
and  eight  psychiatric  nurses. 
Once  there,  a  drunk  is  allowed 
to  dry  out  before  being  offered 
the  chance  to  stay  on  in  a 
bright,  dean  room  with  fitted 
furniture  and  colour  co¬ 


ordinated  bedding  and  cur¬ 
tains.  There  is  no  pressure  on 
him  to  give  up  drink  perma¬ 
nently,  although  while  at  the 
centre  he  must  stay  dry. 

Campaigners  for  more  such 
centres  argue  that  government 
figures  which  show  that  of¬ 
fences  of  drunkenness  are 
declining  are  misleading  be¬ 
cause  of  changes  in  the  way 
such  offences  are  recorded  and 
because  the  cautions  prior  to  a 
charge  do  not  appear  in  the 
calculations. 


Inspector  Bronwyn  Harri¬ 
son,  the  police  liaison  officer 
with  the  detoxification  centre 
says:  “It  relieves  the  pressure 
on  police  manpower.  We  can 
process  a  drunk  at  the  centre 
in  10  minutes  rather  than  be 
tied  up  for  hours  with  paper¬ 
work  and  locking  him  up  until 
he  is  sober.  That  is  not 
resolving  the  problem  for  us, 
the  public,  or  the  individual.” 

The  arguments  about  the 
value  of  such  places,  and  who 
should  pay  for  them,  are 
certain  to  intensify,  but  for 
many  of  those  helped  at  Leeds 
it  is  a  one-way  debate.  Andy, 
aged  5i,  and  with  a  lifelong 
drink  problem  that  has  seen 
him  in  prison  on  dozens  of 
occasions  and  close  to  death 
four  times,  first  went  to  the 
centre  seven  years  ago.  Nine 
months  ago  he  took  his  last 
drink  and  is  determined  to 
stay  dry .  “In  any  other  city  I 
would  be  drunk,  in  jail  or 
dead,”  he  says.

In  1986,  of  the  41  deaths 
that  occured  in  England  and 
Wales  while  under  police 
supervision,  21  were  linked 
with  drunkenness.  Last  Sun¬ 
day.  for  instance,  a  man  aged 
42  died  in  Brighton  police 
station,  in  Birch's  ferae  area, 
after  being  detained  for  being 
drunk  and  incapable.

Civil  liberties  activists  who  set 
up  a  new  group  because  they 
felt  tbe  rights  of  little  people  were 
being  ignored  appear  to  have 
proved  their  point.

Though  opponents  maintain  they 
have  the  blocking  third  of  votes 
needed  to  stop  it.  the  odds  are  that 
the  SDP/Libera!  merger  will  now 
go  through  at  the  conferences  to  be 
held  over  the  next  two  weekends. 
But  who  is  to  lead  the  new  party? 
There  are  seven  possibilities: 
David  Steel,  Robert  Maclennan, 
Paddv  Ashdown,  Alan  Berth, 
Charles  Kennedy.  Malcolm  Brace 
and  Alex  Garble. 

David  SteeL  50,  has  been 
Liberal  leader  since  July  1976.  His 
political  career  for  20  years  has 
been  devoted  to  the  realignment 
Of  the  left.  The  Liberal  Party  alone 
was  never  enough  for  him;  even  as 
a  backbencher  he  was  much 
involved  in  all-party  projects. 
Initial  leadership  of  the  merged 
party  would  be  a  natural  culmina¬ 
tion  of  his  career. 

Steel  is  a  tough  in-fighter,  tbe 
smiler  with  the  knife,  who  should 
never  be  underestimated.  He  has 
the  experience  and  the  stature,  but 
will  he  now  want  to  run.  and  if  he 
does,  has  he  been  so  damaged  by 
tbe  past  week  that  he  cannot  win? 

The  feedback  which  his  MPs  are 
getting  is  that  Steel  could  have 
ridden  through  a  single  major 
blunder  as  party  leader.  What  has 
damaged  him  is  that  people  see  the 
policy  document  episode  as  symp¬ 
tomatic  of  his  whole,  rather 
remote,  approach.  He  foils  to 
tackle  detail,  lacks  interest  in 
policy  and  does  not  consult.  If  he 
cannot  weld  one  party  into  a 
cohesive  unit,  say  his  critics,  how 
could  he  do  it  for  two? 

Friends  say  that  Steel  is  best 
when  he  is  fighting,  that  he  could 
rediscover  himself  in  battling  for 
the  leadership  of  the  merged  party; 
that  if  he  gets  the  Liberals  to  back 
merger  this  weekend  then  he  could 
be  back  in  the  running.  Steel 
campaigners  say  the  party’s  ac¬ 
tivists  are  2-1  against  him  and  the 
party  members  3-1  in  favour. 

Robert  Madennan,  51,  is  the 
other  victim  of  recent  events.  The 
SDFs  stopgap  leader  is  a  prissy, 
pedantic  lawyer  with  a  reputation 
for  digging  his  heels  in,  not  always 
at  the  right  point  But  he  is  also 
serious  and  honest,  and  cares 
deeply  about  policy  questions. 

Liberals  blame  him  for  the  latest 
debacle,  saying  he  was  looking  too 
much  over  his  shoulder  at  David 
Owen  and  working  too  hard  to 
prove  his  political  machismo.  His 
original  promises  to  his  own  party 
about  the  need  for  a  firm  policy

A  fonner  journalist  and  an  energy 
expert,  be  has  links  at  all  levels  of 
the  party.  A  muscular  speaker  who 
can  occasionally  make  a  speech 
take  off;  be  is  liked  and  respected 
for  his  judgement  The  question 
marie  would  be  whether  he  would 
be  tough  enough  to  force  himself 
on  tbe  scene  in  the  Thatcher- 
Owen  era.  But  if  liberals  want 
another  quiet,  well-spoken  Scot  to 
follow  their  present  leader . . . 

Alex  Carllle,  48,  is  an  able  QC 
who  says  people  are  urging  him  to 
stand.  If  they  are  outside  his  own 
family  or  constituency  that  would 
surprise  his  fellow  MPs,  who  find 
Ganile’s  involvement  in  tbeir 
affairs  a  tittle  spasmodic  and  who 
doubt  if  he  would  want  to  give  np 
his  lawyer’s  income  —  not  even  to 
stop  P&ddy  Ashdown,  who  is  no 
bosom  pal  Would  not  win  many 
party  activist  votes  after  a  brush 
early  in  his  career  as  home  affairs 
spokesman  with  foe  gay  rights 
lobby.  Sharp  and  sardonically 
witty,  but  a  negative  factor  on 
television,  Cartile  is  very  much  the 
outsider. 

Is  there  a  favourite?  If  he  runs, 
in  spite  of  all  the  problems  of  the 
past  week,  it  would  still  be  SteeL 
SDP  votes  for  the  devil  they  know 
would  probably  clinch  it  If  not 
him  then  Paddy  Ashdown  surely 
has  the  best  hope,  on  tbe  argument 
that  a  new  party  needs  both  a  new 
leader  and  a  new  style.

For  Charles  Kennedy,  29,  the 
problem  is,  if  he  were  elected  what 
would  he  do  at  39?  A  future

In  part  two  of  our  series  on  the  NHS  crisis,  Jill  Sherman  examines 
the  funding  options  being  pressed  on  the  Social  Services  Secretary 

Moore’s  second  opinions 


Last  October,  John  Moore 
told  the  Conservatives  in 
Blackpool  that  there  were 
no  sacred  cows  in  the 
National  Health  Service.  Now, 
sitting  uncomfortably  astride  the 
barbed  wire,  the  Social  Services 
Secretary  is  contemplating 
whether  the  whole  herd  should  go. 

In  the  face  of  almost  daily 
demands  for  him  to  spell  out  the 
Government's  plans  for  the 
National  Health  Service,  Moore 
has  been  extraordinarily  circum¬ 
spect.  Yesterday's  disappointing 
performance  in  the  Commons  — 
when  he  had  little  new  to  say  — 
betrays  a  man  subjected  to  a  welter 
of  conflicting  advice.  Confusing 
guidance  from  Downing  Street  is 
matched  by  contradictory  advice 
from  the  Deportment  of  Health, 
where  a  handful  of  radical  thinkers 
is  at  odds  with  the  conservatism  of 
senior  civil  servants.  In  addition 
the  minister  is  aware  that  a  flood' 
of  studies  is  underway  by  indepen¬ 
dent  and  political  groups,  all  likely 
to  reach  different  conclusions.  So 
what  really  are  bis  option^? 

Three  camps  of  thinking  are 
emerging  from  the  present  debate. 
The  first  is  based  on  a  desire  to 
maintain  the  status  quo  and 
merely  inject  more  government 
funding  —  between  £300  million 
and  £1.3  billion  —  into  the  NHS. 
Its  supporters  maintain  that  the 
current  spate  of  ward  closures  and 
cancelled  operations  is  merely  a 
result  of  under-funding  over  the 
past  five  years. 

But  it  is  becoming  fashionable 
to  aigue  that  a  more  fundamental 
change  is  needed.  A  second  camp 
consists  of  people  who  support  a 
health  service  funded  by  general 
taxation,  but  who  back  moves  for 
greater  efficiency,  more  com¬ 
petition  within  the  NHS  and  with 
the  private  sector,  and  an  expan¬ 
sion  of  private  health  care. 

The  third  camp  argues  that 
none  of  these  measures  on  their 
own  will  answer  the  problems 
feeing  the  NHS  and  that  the 
present  funding  system  will  never 
match  public  demand.  It  suggests 
that  the  present  system  be  re¬ 
placed  by  private  or  social  health 
insurance,  with  the  options  of 
extending  charges  and  issuing 
health  vouchers.  This  view,  tra¬ 
ditionally  held  by  the  radical  right, 
is  gaining  support  within  health 
service  management  and  among 
the  general  public. 

Yet  despite  the  sheets  of  com¬ 
puter  printout  emerging  from 
every  health  academic's  Amstrad, 
the  Department  of  Health  has  yet 
to  set  out  its  plans.  Although 
Downing  Street  has  asked  its 
policy  unit  to  start  finding  out 
about  alternative  financing, 
Moore  has  commissioned  no  for¬ 
mal  or  informal  internal  working 
parties  at  the  DHSS  to  look  at 
alternative  funding  options,  such 
as  insurance  systems,  or  to  study 
how  these  have  fared  abroad. 

The  cog-wheels  for  drawing  up  a 
Green  Paper  on  funding  option? 
are  well  oiled  but  immobile.  Civil 
servants  aigue  that  until  they  are 
certain  of  ministerial  support  for  a 
Green  Paper,  they  do  not  have  the 
staff  to  pursue  what  could  be  a 
fruitless  and  thankless  task. 

This  apparent  inertia  on  I 
term  plans  within  the  DI 
smacks  of  the  mandarins'  tra¬ 
ditional  opposition  to  change 
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Almost  any  system  of  alternative 
financing  threatens  two  of  the 
Civil  Service's  sacred  cows:  the 
ability  to  plan  services,  and  to 
control  expenditure.  Under  social 
or  private  health  insurance,  where 
the  consumer  starts  to  determine 
spending,  planning  and  control  go 
out  of  the  window. 

If  Moore  is  allowed  to  act  on  his 
own  desire  for  a  formal  review 
into  alternative  funding  be  has 
two  practical  options:  to  commis¬ 
sion  a  Green  Paper  within  the 
DHSS  or  to  ask  a  group  of  outsid¬ 
ers  to  cany  out  an  initial  inquiry. 

Under  the  first,  die  policy  and 
finance  groups  in  the  DHSS  would 
team  up  with  representatives  from 
Downing  Street's  policy  unit  and 
from  the  Treasury.  The  full  work¬ 
ing  party  would  then  draw  up  a 
paper  to  put  to  ministers.  A  Green 
Paper  could  be  produced  before 
tbe  end  of  the  year  with  the  aim  of 
introducing  legislation  at  the 
beginning  of  a  fourth  tom. 

Under  the  second  option,  which 
is  now  more  likely,  a  small  team  of 
three  or  four  outsiders  could  draw 
up  a  report  within  a  few  months, 
to  form  the  basis  of  a  Green  Paper 
in  an  exercise  similar  to  the  1983 
NHS  management  inquiry  led  by 
Sir  Roy  Griffiths. 

The  group’s  composition 
would  probably  oe  deter¬ 
mined  by  Downing 
Street.  Mrs  Thatcher  is 
likely  to  favour  the  second  option 
as,  apart  from  picking  her  own 
irem,  it  would  allow  the  Govern¬ 
ment  time  before  committing 
itself  to  reform. 

Tbe  case  for  a  substantial 
injection  of  cash  without  major 
reform,  favoured  by  the  Labour 
Party,  the  health  service  unions 
and  in  part  by  the  medical, 
profession,  is  now  beginning  to 
appear  unrealistic.  DESS  sources 
point  out  that  although  health 
authorities  would  welcome  an 
additional  £200-£500  million  in 
the  next  financial  year,  much 


higher  sums  —  such  as  the 
£1.3  billion  which  Labour  has 
called  for  —  would  be  difficult  to 
spend  unless  diverted  into  capital 
projects.  "We  do  not  have  enough 
trained  nurses  and  doctors  to  be 
able  to  spend  £13  billion  at  once," 
said  one  civil  servant. 

Officials  are  instead  working  on 
the  middle  ground:  extending 
competitive  tendering  to  clinical 
support  services  such  as  radiology, 
pathology  and  pharmacy;  en¬ 
couraging  joint  ventures  with  the 
private  sector  to  help  reduce 
waiting  lists,  and  testing  the 
internal  market  system  where 
health  authorities  buy  and  sell 
spare  capacity  to  each  other  and  to 
the  private  sector.  Guidance  is 
also  to  be  shortly  issued  to  health 
authorities  on  setting  up  income- 
earning  schemes,  such  as  shopping 
precincts  or  sprats  injury  dimes, 
and  maximizing  pay-bed  revenue. 

These  proposals,  first  mooted 
by  Moore  in  Blackpool,  have 
strong  support  from  the  Conser¬ 
vative  think  tank,  the  Centre  for 
Policy  Studies,  and  health  policy 
analysts  at  the  independent  King's 
Fund  Institute.  The  former  put 
forward  a  pamphlet  last  October 
advocating  a  more  aggressive 
policy  to  promote  competition 
within  tbe  NHS.  Its  director  is  due 
to  issue  another  report  next 
month,  calling  for  more  joist 
ventures  with  the  private  sector, 
including  income-generating  cap¬ 
ital  schemes.  The  report  will 
support  the  internal  market  model 
and  suggest  that  profit-making 
"hotels"  for  patient  recuperation 
and  relatives  could  be  buut  along¬ 
side  hospitals. 

The  King’s  Fund  Institute, 
shortly  to  publish  its  own  report 
on  health  care  finance,  is  also 
likely  to  go  for  tbe  middle  ground. 
It  will  support  a  pilot  study  of  the 
internal  market,  more  effective 
management  of  clinical  services 
and  a  greater  mixture  of  public 
and  private  provision  and  financ¬ 


ing.  It  may  also  advocate  hotel 
charges  in  hospitals. 

Other  groups,  mainly  from  the 
right,  support  more  radical  re¬ 
form.  The  Adam  Smith  Institute 
last  week  called  for  the  setting  up 
of  independent  health  manage¬ 
ment  units  which  would  provide 
packages  of  health  care  to  GPs. 

Next  month  the  Institute 
of  Economic  Affairs  will 
propose  an  opting  out 
system,  where  people 
are  given  a  rebate  of  £140  to  pay 
for  private  health  insurance.  The 
Institute  of  Health  Services 
Management  has  also  opted  to 
study  a  range  of  more  radical 
insurance-based  options.  At  the 
risk  of  alienating  some  of  its  own- 
staunch  NHS- supporting  mem¬ 
bers  it  is  now  considering  a  system 
of  social  health  insurance  based  on 
ensuring  "adequate”  rather  than 
equitable  levels  of  health  care. 

The  Secretary  of  State  could  in 
feet  quite  easily  shake  off  criticism 
from  the  royal  medical  colleges, 
politicians  and  his  ministerial 
colleagues  by  sldlfitfly  playing  to 
all  three  of  the  galleries  he  feces. 

He  could  at  the  very  least 
persuade  the  Treasury  to  make 
recurrent  tbe  £90  million  emer- 
.  injection  made  before 
ristmas,  and  add  a  further 
£200  million  to  next  year’s  bud¬ 
get  At  the  same  time  he  could 
announce  firm  plans  to  extend 
competitive  tendering  to  clinical 
support  services,  allocate  more  of 
the  £30  million  waiting  list  fund 
for  joint  privaie-NHS  initiatives, 
and  set  up  a  regional  pilot  study 
for  an  internal  market  system. 

More  important,  he  must  show 
that  he  is  serious  about  a  long¬ 
term  solution  for  the  NHS  and 
urgently  launch  a  review  into 
alternative  systems  of  funding 
healthcare.

Doctors  and  politics

Seeing  the  light 
atTV-am 


Strike-breaking  is,  above  all,  a 
revealing  activity.  When  a  com¬ 
pany,  or  government  in  the  case  of 
nationalized  industries;,  makes 
alternative  arrangements  to  nm  its 
business  in  the  airsence  of  its  usual 
workforce,  it  tends  to  leant  some¬ 
thing  about  that  workforce;  It  is 
happening  now  with  the  TV-am 
lock-out  of  the  ACTT. 

As  a  company  struggles  to 
maintain  output  with  its  new 
arrangements,  this  something-re¬ 
vealed  is  hastily  referred  to  as  a 
variation  on  the  wisdom  that  no- 
one  should  think  himself  in¬ 
dispensable,  but  it  is  more  than 
that.  The  TV-am  dispute  is 
particularly  instructive.  It  is  about 
working  practices  which  the 
management  thinks  restrictive 
and  inflexible  and  about  the 
payments  demanded  by  the  union 
for  these  practices.  ACTT  tech¬ 
nicians  receive  an  average  wage, 
with  overtime,  of  £38^50,  with 
some  receiving  more  than 
£60,000,  achieved  by  overtime 
payments  of  220  per  cent.  The 
management  wants  the  tech¬ 
nicians  to  become  multi-func¬ 
tional,  doing  a  variety  of  jobs  and 
cutting  overtime. 

When  the  two  sides  failed  to 
resolve  the  dispute,  the  tech¬ 
nicians  were  locked  out.  But  the 
programmes  went  on,  staffed  by 
managers  and  secretaries  —  in  the 
revealing  words  of  one  newspaper, 
“unqualified”  executives  and  sec¬ 
retaries.  What  they  discovered 
was  not  only  that  the  work  was 
indeed  excessively  demarcated:  it 
was  something  much  more  in¬ 
teresting  than  that.  They  discov¬ 
ered  that  “frankly,  the  jobs  are  not 
that  hard  to  do”. 

This,  then,  is  the  risk  one  runs  if 
"unqualified"  persons  get  to  do 
one's  "qualified”  job.  It  may  be 
revealed  to  them,  and  the  world, 
that  those  qualifications  are  not 
needed.  As  one  secretary  ex¬ 
plained,  having  worked  success¬ 
fully  on  the  cameras;  if  she  had 
realized  that  was  all  there  was  to  it, 
she  might  wdl  have  taken  it  up. 
She  had  always  assumed  that  it 
was  fearsomely  difficult  She  bad 
been  intimidated  by  job  mystique. 

It's  important  to  be  carefuL 
When  they  say,  "frankly,  the  jobs 
are  not  hard”,  they  do  not  mean 
there  is  no  work  involved.  They 
are  not,  here,  accusing  the  tech¬ 
nicians  of  laziness.  They  do  not 
mean  there  is  nothing  to  doing 
them:  it  took  a  little  time  to  leant 
them.  Nor  do  they  mean  anyone, 
in  tbe  sense  of  everyone,  can  do 
them  Some  individuals  didn’t 
like  the  videotape  work.  And 
indeed  work  such  as  the  satellite 
links  was  usually  done  by  man¬ 
agers  with  skilled  backgrounds. 
They  are  not  saying  that  anyone 
can  immediately  do  anything. 
Flair  is  needed,  and  practice. 

What  they  have  discovered  is 
that  anyone  can  do  the  work,  in 
the  sense  thatthe  ability  to  do  it  is 
not  the  monopoly  of  a  particular 
group  of  "qualified”  persons  and 
that  learning  to  do  ft  consists  not 
in  achieving  formal  qualifications 
but  in  picking  it  np  you  go 
along. 


We  dost  have  enough 
lock-outs  mid  strike  breaking, 
we  had  more,  we  would  leant  just 
how  many  tasks,  which  are  as¬ 
sumed  to  be  the  natural  monopoly 
of  "qualified”  groups  are  "frankly, 
not  all  that  bard  to  do".  In  their 
absence,  we  can  only  speculate; 
Every  now  and  then  a  story 
emerges  in  the  papers  of  some 
bright  spark  who  has  been  passing 
himsetfoff successfully  as  a  doctor 
or  whatever.  Recently,  there  was  a 
of  one  who  posed  as  a 
hospital  chaplain.  Such  con-men 
help  further  feel  the  speculation. 

The  best  candidates  for  doubts 
would  appear  to  be  some  of  the 
semi-professions:  teaching,  social 
work  and  management-  Teaching 
(as  distinct  Grom  a  teacher’s 
specialist  subject)  has  always  had 
credibility  problems  in  so  far  as 
everyone  has  been  subjected  to  it, 
and  therefore  at  least  thinks  he 
knows  what  it  involves.  It  is 
difficult  to  keep  up  mystique  in 
such  a  public  trade. 

In  both  teaching  and  social 
work,  what  seems  to  be  in 
question  is  sot  whether  anyone 
can  do  it  but  whether  "education” 
or  "social  work  theory  and 
practice”  is  a  genuine  academic 
discipline  warranting  years'  study 
or  a  craft  to  be  picked  up  in 
supervised  practice.  As  pressures 
emerge,  in  the  wake  of  recent  child 
abuse  cases,  to  lengthen  soda! 
workers’  training  and  improve 
their  “qualifications",  such 
reservations  should  be  remem¬ 
bered.  And  Mr  Baker,  intent  as  he 
says  he  is  on  giving  school 
management  more  autonomy  to 
manage,  would  do  wefl  to  consider 
permitting  it  freedom  to  recruit 
and  retain  teachers  on  the  basis  of 
whether  they  can  do  the  job  rather 
than  whether  they  have  paper 
qualifications  in  "education”.  If 
be  chooses,  such  a  move  could  be 
justified  by  the  fashionable  lan¬ 
guage  of  non -discrimination. 

In  medicme,tbe  most  immedi¬ 
ate  topic  is  foe  training  of  nurses, 
with  Project  2,000  advocating  a 
degreed  profession,  more  aca¬ 
demic  study  and  proportionately 
less  job-bared  skill  acquisition,  at 
the  same  time  as  GPs  resist  their 
nurse  practitioners  doing  doctors’, 
work  and  while  dentists  oppose 
the  extended  use  of  dental 
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The  TV-am  message  is  deeply 
subversive.  It  challenges  not  only 
assumptions  about  the  depen¬ 
dence  of  modem  societies  on 
increasingly  protected  specialisms 
and  professions  but  die  vested 
interests  which  have  grown  up,  for 
example  in  university  depart¬ 
ments  and  in  professional  associ¬ 
ations,  to  police  and  promote 
them.  There  is  a  risk  that  the 
message  will  be  applied  only  to 
technicians  and  manifest  trade 
unions.  A  courageous,  radical 
government  would  extend  it  to  the 
professions  and  their  trade  unions 
disguised  as  “professional 
associations”.  It  crald  do  with  a 
few  more  strikes  and  lock-outs  to 
show  it  the  way.

m  confidence,  by  all  the  often  secret  w. 
doctors,  nurses  and  their  staffs.  But  however 
many  cures  there  are,  the  hospital  and  the 
surgery  are  never  going  to  be  places  of 
unalloyed  happiness. 

If  the'  medical  professionals  are  contented 
they  will  tend  to  conceal  the  tough  choices  of 
life  and  death  which  they  daily  malm  and 
which  their  predecessors  have  made  for 
millennia.  If  they  are  not  content  and  if  the 
hospitals  have  a  wide  range  of  owners  and 
managers,  there  will  be  no  one  focus  for  the 
national  anger  at  operations  postponed,  wait¬ 
ing  lists  extended,  and  patients  dying  who 
could  be  saved. 

If  however,  the  professions  are  unhappy 
enough  to  break  their  traditional  silence,  and 
there  is  a  single  largely  nationalized  service. 


there  is  only  one  target  “the  pwMgter  Jq 
charge”,  ft  is  in  such  a  fight  that  we  should  see 
the  regular  television  pictures  of  troubled 
doctors  and  the  scarcely  less  regular  political 
exploitation  of  side  children.  It  is  also  the 
context  in  winch  we  must  analyse  the  struggle 
which  Mr  Moore— clearly  fir  from  fit  himself 
— bad  to  endure  in  the  House  of  Commons  yes¬ 
terday. 

It  was  not  an  impressive  performance.  He 
sounded  IB-prepared  to  speak  and  un¬ 
convinced  by  much  of  what  he  said.  He  was 
suffering  from  'foe  feet  th**  foe  Government 
bad,  until  very  recently,  forgotten  foe  essential 
vulnerability  which  Bevan  bequeathed  to  it 

As  of  today,  foe  Government  is  both 
unwilling  to  buy  the  doctors'  quietude  and 
unready  to  change  foe  system.  That  is  foe 
current  state  of  affairs  and  Mr  Moore  had  no 
option  bet  to  reflect  ft.  Hecould  do  nofoingbut 
attack  foe  Opposition  and  defend  such  minor 
refixms  as  he  has  attempted.  This  he  did,  with 
justification  and  as  much  strength  as  he  could 
muster. 

It  is  now  up  to  the  Prime  Minister  to  decide 
where  foe  Government  goes  from  here  It  is 
said'  flat  rfii!  K«<t  intended  foe  reform  of  the 
NHS  to  be  a  job  for  a  fourth  Tory  term;  Mr 
Moore’s  task  was  to  find  this  future  strategy 
and  prepare  the  ground  for  its  acceptance.  The 
time  for  this  approach  is  now  past 

She  will  never  have  a  better  opportunity  to 
win  support  for  fundamental  change.  Britain 
needs  a  mixture  of  health  services  which  will 
reflect  both  consumers'  demand  and  their 
willingness  to  pay.  A  country  needs  a  system 
for  keeping  it  healthy  which  reflects  its  current 
political  condition,  not  foe  conditions  of  the 
1940s.  She  should  use  her  opponents’  calls  of 
“crisis”  to  advance  this  search  (several 
directions  are  set  out  on  foe  opposite  page). 
Alternatively,  good  money  will  be  thrown  at 
wasteful  dements  of  a  socialist  legacy  and  good 
ministers  to  foe  lions. 


ORTEGA’S  CONCESSIONS 


If  foe  only  issue  at  the  Central  American  peace 
talks  in  San  Jos&  was  who  should  make  the  big¬ 
gest  headlines,  then  President  Daniel  Ortega  of 
Nicaragua  won  hands  down.  His  last-minute 
concessions  —  involving  an  end  to  the  state  of 
emergency  in  his  country,  the  release  of 
political  prisoners  and  agreement  to  hold 
direct  talks  with  foe  Contra  rebels  —  ensured 
him  front-page  coverage  worid  wide. 

It  is,  however,  superficial  to  measure  the 
outcome  of  the  regional  summit  in  such  terms. 
They  disguise  foe  fact  that  foe  concessions 
were  not  made  from  a  positiopof  strength.  The  ' 
Sanduustas  remain  ina. fight  comer  —  which 
may  be  even  tighter  than  before  . 

The  change  of  line  may  not,  as  some  have 
suggested,  wrongfoot  the  Contras  and  their 
supporters,  so  heralding  their  demise.  For  one 
thing,  foe  Contras  eqjoy  more  support  in 
Nicaragua  than  is  often  allowed  and  have  a 
somewhat  greater  will  to  canyon.  There  is  an 
obvious  contradiction  in  dismissing  them  as 
ineffectual  while  crediting  them  (if  that  is  the 
word  in  this  context)  with  causing  massive 
destruction  and  dislocation  within  Nicaragua. 
Indeed,  their  supporters  can  now  argue  that 
President  Ortega's  concessions  offer  proof  that 
they  are  an  effective  political  instrument 
There  is  little  logic  m  abandoning  the 
instrument  while  his  concessions  have  still  to 
be  confirmed  in  practice  and  while  further 
concessions  remain  possible. 

The  Reagan  Administration  makes  it  dear 
that  it  does  not  trust  the  Sandinistas  and  sees 
them  as  once  again  playing  for  time  —  a  view 
supported  by  the  revelations  of  a  recent  high- 
level  defector.  The  latest  measures  and 
promises  may  well  have  been  made  for  just 
such  a  purpose;  to  influence  the  US  Congres¬ 
sional  vote  on  Contra  aid  in  early  February. 

Even  if  his  concessi  as  are  merely  a  ploy, 
however,  President  Onega  may  find  them  hard 
to  reverse  in  foe  face  of  public  opinion  ^  at 
home.  He  must  take  into  account  growing 


internal  discontent,  fed  by  an  increasingly 
desperate  economic  situation.  If  bis  gestures 
are  now  to  be  seen  as  no  more  than  a  short¬ 
term  response  to  a  passing  external  develop¬ 
ment,  his  government  risks  losing  yet  mine 
ground.  There  will  be  inevitable  conflicts 
within  foe  Sandinista  leadership,  perhaps 
already  reflected  in  the  recent  arrests  (and 
subsequent  release)  of  seven  members  of  foe 
internal  opposition. 

By  placing  the  ball  in  the  other  court  he  has 
..by  no  means  ended  the  game.  In  the  next  fort¬ 
night  the  regime  in  Managua  will  be  under 
dose  scrutiny.  The  Sandmistag  have  been 
unable  to  prevent  the  Arias  peace  plan  from 
concentrating  international  pressure  on  Nica¬ 
ragua,  despite  continued  fighting  in  El  Sal¬ 
vador  and  Guatemala  as  wefl.  In  the  direct 
talks  they  have  now  obtained  the  Contras  will 
make  further  demands,  in  addition  to  those 
already  put  forward  by  the  United  States:  the 
reduction  of  Sandinista  forces,  foe  democ¬ 
ratization  of  the  Nicaraguan  Government,  an 
end  to  any  Nicaraguan  support  for  subversion 
in  neighbouring  states  and  the  withdrawal  of 
advisers  and  other  experts  from  Cuba  and 
other  Soviet-bloc  countries. 

President  Ortega  has  been  quoted  as  saying: 
“One  dollar  for  the  Contras  mil  kill  the  peace 
effort.”  But  a  fortnight  is  a  long  time  in 
diplomacy  (and  in  Congressional  lobbying). 
The  next  two  weeks  will  probably  show  that, 
this  statement  was  too  simple.  The  middle 
ground  in  Congress  is  certain  to  make  use  again 
of  that  convenient  distinction  between  lethal 
and  noo-lethal  aid.  There  are  limits  to  foe 
control  which  can  be  exercised  over  Central 
American  guerrillas  by  auditing  their  accounts. 

The  two  rides  are  to  meet  on  January.28  to 
discuss  a  cease-fire.  This  should  be  the 
beginning  of  real  negotiations,  not  just  another 
attempt  to  manoeuvre  for  some  riiort-term . 
advantage.

A  full  account  of  foe  reasons  for  bis 
imprisonment  will  have  to  wait  for  his  return, 
but  it  seems  he  was  caught  in  the  diplomatic 
cross-fire  of  conflicts which  were  revealed  only 
after  Ins  capture.  Mr  Waite  had  been  publicly 
involved  in  the  release  of  two  American 
hostages  nod  it  is  now  known  that  the  US 
Government  had  secretly  eased  their  passage 
to  freedom  by  supplying  arms  to  Iran.  In  effect, 
it  had  paid  a  ransom. 

Mr  Waite’s  captors  are  presumed  to  be  the 
same  as,  or  a  group  similar  to,  those  who  held 
the  earlier  hostages.  Perhaps  they  believe  that  a 
further  ransom  can  eventually  be  extracted  for 
him.  If  foal  is  the  case,  he  has  become  a  victim 
of  foe  kidnappingransom-lridnapping  cycle, 

offering  further  proofofhow  great  an  evil  it  has 

become. 

Given  the  lack  of  authoritative  information 
about  Mr  Waite  and  the  unusual  absence  of 
any  group  prepared  to  claim  him  as  their 
captive,  it  is  understandable  that  the  Arch¬ 
bishop  of  Gmtertitiiy  and  his  staff  should  wish 
to  follow  up  any  lead  that  might  result  in 
contact  with  those  bolding  him.  To  do  so, 
however,  would  send  contradictory  signals  and 
give  the  impression  that  a  deal  might  yet  be 
achieved.' 

The  danger  in  such  contact  fer  outweighs  the 
beiwfit,  for  communication  wffl  surely  flow  foe 
other  way  as  well,  bringing  direct  pressure  to 
bear  on  Dr  Runcie  and  eventually,  as  the 
patience  offoe  kidnappers  is  exhausted,  threats 
to  Mr  Waite.  If  any  fines  of  communication 
have  been  established,  their  only  use  is  to 
reinforce  - the  message  —  a  message  which  Mr 
Waite  will  already  have  delivered  in  person  — 
that  no  deal  is  possible.  .

Differences  over  abortions  limit  Foam  and  fire  risk  depends  on  veto 


From  MrJ.  H.  Keen 
Sir,  Professor  Stuart  Campbell 
(January  9)  rightly  draws  attention 
to  the  medical  practice  of  describ¬ 
ing  pregnancy  in  completed 
weeks.  Can  I  draw  attention  to 
another  relevant  medical  conven¬ 
tion,  namely  the  reckoning  of 
pregnancy  from  the  first  day  of  the 
woman's  last  menstrual  period. 

Conception  cannot  take  place 
until  ovulation,  which  is  normally 
14  days  after  the  onset  of  a 
menstrual  period.  There  is  no 
bafiy,  therefore;  until  two  weeks  of 
pregnancy  have  been  completed. 

A  pregnancy  which  has  com¬ 
pleted  17  weds,  Mr  Alton’s 
proposed  time  limit  for  abortion, 
has  a  baby  which  has  grown  for  I S 
weeks. 

Mr  Alton  is  wont  to  use  a 
photograph  of  a  child  in  the  uterus 
of  18  weeks’  gestation  —  that  is,  a 
child  in  the  twentieth  week  of 
pregnancy.  I  do  not  think  he 
always  makes  this  dear.

Sir,  The  Lords  have  given  a 
second  reading  to  a  KB  that  would 
limit  the  gestational  age  for  abor¬ 
tion  to  24  weeks,  representing  a 
revised  time  of  foetal  viability, 
and  a  select  committee  has  pub¬ 
lished  a  volume  of  evidence.  It 
would  be  wrong  for  Parliament  to 
start  afresh  without  waiting  for  the 
Lords’  deliberations. 

If  the  Commons  vote  for  Mr 
Alton's  Bin,  it  wfll  be  in  despite  of 
medical  opinion.  It  would  restrict 
the  period  in  which  abortion  is 
allowed  to  17  weeks  (not  18,  the 
figure  presented  to  the  public  by 
supporters  of  the  Bill).  Even  rf 
some  change  in  the  law  is  thought 
necessary,  this  limit,  which  is 
much  below  any  arguable  time  of 
viability,  is  fer  too  drastic. 

The  present  law  and  practice  are 
successful  in  inhibiting  very  late 
abortions.  In  the  second  quarter  of 
1987  (the  latest  figure  available) 
only  four  were  performed  after  the 
twenty-fourth  week. 

Lowering  the  gestational  ape 
will  greatly  increase  the  scope  for 
anti-abortion  groups  like  “Life”, 
who  press  for  the  criminal 
prosecution  of  doctors  and  seek 
information  against  them  from 
nurses  and  others.  To  lessen  the 
legal  risk,  the  careful  doctor  wiQ 
operate  well  within  the  permitted 
ixmits;  but  if  has  to  do  this  with  a 
17-week  limit  the  scope  of  lawful 


abortions  will  be  even  more 
severely  curtailed. 

Mr  Alton’s  BDi  would  stand  no 
chance  of  passing  if  it  did  not 
allow  later  terminations  when  the 
foetus  is  seriously  defective.  But 
he  would  confine  then  to  cases 
where  “the  child  is  likely  to  be 
bom  dead  or  with  physical 
abnormalities  so  serious  that  life 
cannot  be  independently  sus¬ 
tained”. 

These  words,  which  must  mean 
“cannot  be  sustained  by  ordinary 
infant  care  and  feeding”  are 
extremely  restrictive.  They  would 
even  exclude  abortions  for  gross 
physical  defects  that  are  not 
senous  enough  to  keep  the  child 
on  a  respirator  or  other  artificial 
life-support  system.  In  these 
agonising  cases  the  abortion  de¬ 
cision  should  be  the  woman's 
(taken,  of  course;  in  conjunction 
with  her  doctor),  not  the  result  of  a 
vote  in  Parliament  by  people  who 
are  not  themselves  faced  with  the 
problem.

14)  Mr  Ronald  Butt  rightly  says 
the  fyfff  against  late  abortions 
concerns  not  the  theoretical  status  of 
the  foetus  in  moral  law  but  the  pain 
fnflteted  on  h  at  itw  pwtifiitar  stage 
of  development  in  the  process  of 
tearing  it  to  pieces  in  extracting  it 
from  the  womb,  which  is  the  method 
in  a  very  high  proportion  of  cases. 

There  are  other  less  violent 
forms  of  abortion  which  produce, 
not  a  dismembered  dead  baby,  but 
a  live  one, 

described  in  the  Peel  report  to 
Parliament  (1972)  as  “a  pre- viable 
foetus”.  That  report  noted  that 
"observations  on  the  pre- viable 
foetus  are  necessarily  limited  to  a 
period  of  two  to  three  hours”. 
Thereafter  it  win  be  dead. 

The  Fed  committee  reached  the 
unanimous  view  that  "it  would  be 
wrong  (sic)  to  exclude  the  use  of 
the  pre- viable  foetus  for  research”. 
Papers  have  been  published  detail¬ 
ing  such  research,  sometimes 
-funded  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council,  on  these  aborted,  live 
and  sentient  babies. 

This  research  is  another  in¬ 
humanity  of  late  abortions  and 
supplies  a  farther  justification  for 
supporting  Mr  David  Alton's  BilL

Funding  of  NHS 

From  Sir  John  Burnett 
Sir,  Successful  postwar  collabora¬ 
tion  between  univeisities  and  the 
NHS  has  resulted  in  fundamental 
contributions  by  medical  schools 
to  research,  patient  care  and  the 
training  of  doctors.  All  of  these  are- 
now  in  jeopardy. 

The  increasing  importance  now 
given  to  trainmg  in  general  prac¬ 
tice,  community  and  social  medi¬ 
cine,  and  in  psychiatry  by  medical 
schools  is  one  way  in  winch  the 
balance  is  shifting  to  truly  pre¬ 
ventive  medicine.  The  eventual 
faiftnrial  sayings  Of  this  change  to 
Ifre  NHS  are  incalculable,  quite 
apart  from  the  benefits  to  the 
nation's  health. 

Patient  care  by  dmical  staff  of 
medical  schools  represents  a 
considerable  commitment  of  their 
time  and  abilities,  dealing  fre¬ 
quently  with  difficult  or  unusual 
cases  and  pioneering  new  forms  of 
treatment.  But  they  have  suffered 
serious  losses  both  of  staff  and 
general  funding  as  a  consequence 
of  reductions  in  university  funds. 


The  “floor  for  research”  has  also 
been  depleted  by  the  University 
Grants  Committee's  cutbacks  and 
shortage  of  health  board  funds  and 
the  Medical  Research  Council  has 
had  its  funds  reduced  in  real 
terms.  Although  medical  charities 
have  increased  their  funds,  there 
are  normally  for  specific  research 
and  have  not  made  up  the 
shortfall  on  the  "research  floor”. 

The  presidents  of  three  royal 
colleges  met  the  health  minister, 
Mr  John  Moore,  last  week.  Would 
it  not  now  be  sensible  to  include 
Mr  Baker,  whore  department 
holds  titular  if  indirect  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  medical  schools? 

Even  better  would  be  tire 
establishment  of  a  group  rep¬ 
resenting  the  interests  of  the 
DHSS,  DES,  the  profession,  the 
medical  schools,  the  universities 
and  the  public,  under  an  indepen-; 
dent  chairman,  to  address  the 
resolution  of  this  chaotic  situa¬ 
tion.

A  PERSONAL  TRIUMPH. 

(PBOM  A  SPECIAL  CORRESPONDENT.) 

WARSAW,  Jan  17. 

The  .  appointment  of  M. 
Paderewski  as  Prime  Minister  of 
Poland  has  been  extraordinarily 
well  received.  Every  one  seems 
happy;  there  is  a  feeling  abroad  as 
if  the  whole  city  had  suddenly  got 
out  of  debt  or  some  threatening 
natural  catastrophe  had  been 
warded  off.  The  fact  is  we  have 
had  very  forlorn  days  in  Warsaw, 
with  Poland  forgotten 

by  everybody,  and  negotiations, 
which  were  to  produce  a  change 
of  Government  and  and  the 
suspense,  dragging  fruitlessly. 
Heartening  messages  from  the 
Allied  Governments  are  now 
eagerly  expected. 

The  fortunate  event  of  last 
night  is  a  graet  personal  triumph 
for  M.  Paderewski.  The  deGrioos 
excitement  with  which  he  was 
greeted  on  his  arrival  here 
showed  that  trust  is  placed  in 
him  by  the  people.  He  has  not 
betrayed  that  trust.  Since  his 
arrival  in  Poland  he  has  worked 
incessantly,  travelling  tin  ex¬ 
hausted,  making  speeches  tin  his 
voice  was  gone,  never  at  any  time 
giving  himself  zest.  For  the  last 
four  nights  he  has  been  up  tin  5 
am.  or  6  am.,  and  then  has  taken 
only  three  or  four  hours’  rest 
before  beginning  all  over  again 
the  round  of  talking,  persuading, 
and  the  interviewing  of  intemri- 
nabte  deputations. 

I  was  in  bis  rooms  last  night 
when  he  entered  as  Prime  Min¬ 
ister  of  Poland.  Mme.  Paderew¬ 
ski,  who  has  bear  a  tower  of 
atrength  to  him  these  trying  days, 
threw  her  arms  round  him.  An 
officer  of  Ida  staff  cried,  “God 
save  Poland!”  Paderewski  wrung 
the  hands  of  the  few  people 
present  with  his  firm  grip,  and

Mr  Walter  Bergmann,  who 
died  on  January  13,  at  the  age 
of  85,  was  a  Gcnnan-bom 
musutetogist  who  played  a 
part  infoe  post-war  revival  of 
foe  recorder  and  the  counter¬ 
tenor  voice  m  Britain. 

He  was  bran  on  September 
24,  1902,  and  studied  taw  at 
Halle,  Leipzig,  and  Frefourg. 
He  also  studied  foe'  time  at 
the  Leipzig  Conservatory,  and 
became  a  capable  pianist. 

After  qualifying  in  law  he 
became  a  barrister,  but  tbe 
Nazi  authorities  did  not 
approve  of  his  wholehearted 
defence  in  racial  cases,  and  in 
1939  be  escaped  to  Britain, 
with  a  suitcase  of  books  and 
music,  and  his  flute.  His  wife, 
Greta,  foDowed  soon  after¬ 
wards. 

In  Britain,  his  legal 


qualifications  were  eff  no 
value,  so  he  made  more  his 
profession.  But  there  was  a 
war  on,  and  be  was  classed  as 
an  enemy  alien  and  interned 
on  foe  Ide  of  Man.  After  his 
release  early  in  the  war,  he 
worioed  fiir  Schott,  foe  music 
publishers,  and  eventually 
became  a  naturalized  British 
citizen. 

His  contribution  to  British 
music,  began  with  his 
collaboration  with  Michael 
Tippett  at  Modey  College.  Hie 
started  a  recorder  class  that 
and  was  involved  with  the 
choir.  That  led  to  his  perform¬ 
ing  the  music  of  PUroell  and  to 
the  revival  of  the  counter¬ 
tenor  voice  in  foe  person  of 

Alfred  Deader.

1932,

Darker  displayed  great 
gallantry  and  perseverance  in 
getting  tire  injured  out  of  the 
pit  ami  to  safety.

During  tiie  war  he  enlisted 
mto  the  Royal  Engineers  but 
was  discharged  unfit  as  a 
result  of  a  recurrence  of  illness 
from  tbe  explosion.  He  stayed 
on  at  Bentley  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1970.  He  gave  his 
.Edward  Medal  to  Doncaster 
Art  Gallery  and  Museum. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Edna  May,  and  their  son  and 
two  daughters.

Keitel  and  Byatt  gave  strong, 
measured  performances,  their 
intentionally  mumbled  speech 
was  often  difficult  for  an 
mmccustomed  ear  to  pick  up.

It  is  Willy  Russell, 
ex-Liverpool  hairdresser  and 
folksinging  guitarist,  author  of  the 
Beatles  musical  John,  Paul  George, 
Ringo  &  Bert,  not  to  mention 
Educating  Rita,  BreezetHock  Pane 
-and  (currently  at  the  Lyric)  One  Foe 
The  Road.  He  was  also  distiller  of 
what  was  for  my  money  the  best 
British  musical  of  its  decade.  Blood 
Brothers,  of  which  he  wrote  the 
entire  score. 

Tomorrow,  after  a  week  of  pre¬ 
views,  Russell  has  a  new  play  going 
into  the  Vaudeville.  First  seen  on 
his  home  territory  at  the  Liverpool 
Everyman  two  years  ago,  Shirley 
Valentine  is  the  story  of  a  local 
housewife,  “the  St  Joan  of  the  fitted 
units'*,  who  is  given  the  chance  of 
an  escape  to  Greece  and  then  has  to 
I  face  the  rfifemma  of  a  recalcitrant 
family. 

“Paulin#!  Collins  IS  the  Only 

character  on  stage  for  the  entire 
evening,”  says  Russdl  “But  this  is 
not  a  solo  show:  it’s  quite  definitely 
a  play  with  an  otherwise  unseen 
cast,  and  it’s  taken  us  until  now  to 
get  it  to  Loudon  because  we  had  a 
lot  of  trouble  finding  the  right  star. 

“  Apart  from  Julie  Walters,  we've

Launching  a  fortnighfs  res¬ 
idency,  the  American  singer- 
pianist  pave  Frishberg  has 
two  good  reasons  to  celebrate. 
First  of  all,  his  album  Can’t 
Take  Yon  Nowhere,  recorded 
live  in  San  Francisco,  has 
gained  him  his  fonrth 
Grammy  nomination.  As  a 
bonus,  he  flew  into  London  to 
discover  that  the  disc  was 
actually  on  display  in  one  of 
foe  -big  West  End  record 
shops. 

A  largely  self-taught 
pianist;  Frishberg  first 
.emerged  as  a  reliable  rhythm 
section  player  at  die  end  of  the 
1950s.  His  career  as  a  lyricist 
began  several  years  later,  after 
speBs  as  accompanist  with 
vocalists  including  Anita 
O'Day,  and  it  was  Mt  until  foe 
mid-1970s  that  be  began  to 
take  himself  seriously  as  a 
vocalist.  With  his  self-dep¬ 
recating  manner  and  nasal 
tones,  he  belongs  to  the 
Sammy  Calm  tradition,  rely- 
iUg  on  slick  phrasing  rather ' 
than  sheer  vocal  power. 

His  songs,  he  says,  mainly 
fell  into  three  categories:  food; 
humiliation  and  names.  The 
last  had  foe  epper  h«»nH  in  his 
opening  set,  with  much- 
covered  numbers  such  as  “My 
Attorney  Benne”  alongside 
tributes  to  baseball  stars  and 
ace  reporters. 

The  satirical  barbs  were  as 
sharp  as  ever  but  there  were 
moments  when  he  strayed  into 
ancharacteristically  sac¬ 
charine  lyrics.

For  their 
substantial  fee  of  £1,500  (for 
up  to  four  weeks'  con¬ 
sultation)  People  and  Property 
advise  “returners”  on  “all 
sorts  of  aspects  which  have 
changed  since  they  left  the 
country”,  explains  director 
.  Silvia  Lawson-Johnston,  the 
daughter  of  a  diplomat 

She  adds:  ^We*ll  update 
them  on  anything, 
whether  it’s  education 
(where  are  the  best 
schools,  nowadays), 
quarantine  laws,  or  property.” 
After  the  properly  prices,  the 
biggest  shock  for  most  people. 
She  says,  ishaw  dkty  Britain  , 
is.  “It  is  not  necessarily  that  . 
Britain  has  become  worse  but 
that  it  does  not  compare  fav¬ 
ourably  to  the  countries  in 
which  they  have  been  living.” 

Returners  can  also  glean 
advice  from  The  Resident 
Abroad,  a  magazine  for  ex¬ 
pats  with  a  readership  of 
70,000.  Its  “UK  living  Cost” 
column  lists  items  (plus 
prices)  ranging  from  a  packet 
of  sausages  to  a  Jaeger  skirt. 

Alexandra  and  Jeremy  Pike 
found  such  advice  was  essen¬ 
tial  when  they  returned  to 
London  from  Abidjan  (In  the 
Ivory  Coast)  in  1983:  “Britain 
had  become  for  more  expen- . 
sive  in  the  four  years  we’d 
been  away”  recalls  33-year- 
,  old  Jeremy,  who  had  worked 
in  the  tobacco  industry.  “One 
also  forgets  bow  heavy  British 
income  tax  is,  in  Abidjan  it  is 
minimal.  You  soon  realize 
that  you  cannot  maintain  the 
indulgent  foreign  lifestyle. 

“I  was  appalled  by  the  num¬ 
ber  of  black  bin  hags  piled  up  .

I 
find  there’s  a  definite  effort  in 
restaurants  and  shops  to  wel¬ 
come  little  ones.” 

The  new  British  positive¬ 
ness  was  also  a  welcome 
surprise  to  Chris  and  Tony 
Davies  when  they  returned  to 
Buckinghamshire  last  summer 
after  two  years  io  Australia, 
where  Tony  worked  for  a 
Sydney-based  bank:  “There  is 
now.  a  definite  air  of  con¬ 
fidence  in  Britain’s  economy 
extending  down  to  the  man  in 
the  street  who  seems  more 
buoyant,"  Tony  believes.

Last  October,  after  20  years  in 
London.  !  returned  with  my 
family  to  Sydney,  to  warmth, 
space,  a  healthy  climate  and 
something  pretty  to  look  at 
out  of  the  window;  to  glorious 
smells,  evocative  sounds  and 
a  wonderful  light- We  bought  a 
house  in  Tunamurra,  a  leafy 
suburb  12  miles  north  of  the 
Harbour  Bridge. 

“Leafy”  is  significant  Our 
garden  is  erwhanring,  half  an 
acre  with  Lovers  Jump  Creek 
routing  across  it,  a  beautiful 
gum  tree  lowering  over  it  and 
a  tame  peacock  strutting  about 
in  it.

Tax  cuts 
‘would 
help  R&D’

Concern  oyer  the  low  level  of 
spending  in  Britain  on  re¬ 
search  and  development  has 
prompted  Mr  John  Banham, 
the  director  general  of  the 
Confederation  of  British  In¬ 
dustry,  to  urge  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  stimulate  such  expen¬ 
diture  by  lessening  industry’s 
[ax  burden. 

Britain  is  at  the  bottom  of 
the  R&D  investment  league, 
Mr  Banham  said  yesterday  in 
a  letter  to  Mr  Kenneth  Baker, 
the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Education  and  Science.  Such 
spending  was  20  per  cent  less 
for  every  employee  than  in 
France  and  40  per  cent  lower 
than  in  West  Germany,  which 
tops  the  investment  league. 
The  difference  is  about  £4 
billion  a  year. 

An  overall  reduction  in  in¬ 
dustry  taxes  would  allow  com¬ 
panies  to  plough  more  profits 
into  R&D,  he  argued. 

But  the  CBI  accepts  that 
business  must  increase  its  own 
efforts.  Industries  such  as 
chemicals  and  pharmaceu¬ 
ticals  have  consistent  records 
of  higher  R&D  spending,  he 
pointed  out. 

“But  many  UK  companies, 
in  electronics  and  electrical 
engineering  in  particular,  lack 
the  scale  of  operations  of  their 
competitors,  and  will  be  hard- 
pressed  to  fond  comparable 
research  and  development 
programmes.” 

Except  in  the  defence  in¬ 
dustries,  the  CBI  sees  no  role 
for  specific  tax  incentives  for 
R&D.  Businesses  must  be  able 
to  fond  their  own  research,  Mr 
Banham  told  the  Secretary.

Woolworth 
to  buy 
Tip  Top 
for  £13m

Woolworth  Holdings,  one  of 
Britain’s  largest  retailers,  is 
expanding  its  drugstore  opera¬ 
tions  through  a  £13  million 
agreed  cash  offer  for  Tip  Top 
Drugstores. 

Woolworth  already  has 
acceptances  for  71.4  per  cent  i 
of  Tip  Top  shares. 

Tip  Top  is  the  third  largest 
specialist  drugstore  chain  in  j 
foe  United  Kingdom  with  1 10  | 
outlets  in  foe  north  ofEngland 
and  Scotland. 

Woolworth  intends  to  amal- ' 
gamate  it  with  Superdrug,  foe 
drugstore  chain  it  bought  last  : 
April.  Superdrug  is  Britain's  i 
largest  specialist  chain,  operat¬ 
ing  from  339  stores. 

Meanwhile,  Tip  Top  also  | 
announced  disappointing  pre-  1 
tax  profits  of  £225,000  in  the 
half  year  to  November  28  | 
against  £758,000  in  foe  pre- ! 
vious  first  half 

Tip  Top's  chairman,  Mr  | 
Fred  Brown,  said  that  turn-  | 
over  growth  in  existing  stores 
was  affected  by  intense  com- 
petition  and  results  from  some  ! 
newly-opened  stores  were i 
lower  than  expected. 

Woolworth  believes  it  has 
the  commercial  strength  and 
financial  resources  to  develop 
Tip  Top  most  effectively. 

In  its  last  financial  year  Tip 
Top’s  shrinkage  rate  —  lost  or 
stolen  stock  as  a  percentage  of 
turnover  —  rose  to  3.7  per 
cent.  The  rate  is  now  down  to 
21  per  cent,  but  is  still  well 
above  foe  Superdrug  rate  of 
just  over  1  per  cent.

The  screen’s  message 
—  1988  will  be  grim 


Cold  comfort  comes  from  Morgan 
Grenfell  Securities’  analysis  of 
stock  market  turnover  in  1987. 
With  foe  benefit  of  glorious  hindsight, 
we  can  see  the  crash  coming  and  the 
determined  market  exploits  of  the 
Kuwait  Investment  Office  when  build¬ 
ing  its  stake  in  British  Petroleum 
through  the  purchase  of  foe  unwanted 
new  shares  from  foe  luckless  under¬ 
writers.  And  foe  writing  on  the  com¬ 
puter  screen  is  that  1988  is  going  to  be 
grim. 

Morgan  Grenfell  Securities  does,  it 
must  be  said,  start  looking  to  the  future 
from  a  bearish  pens pecti  ve  and  ft  may  be 
possible  to  draw  different  conclusions 
from  the  same  data.  But  there  is  no 
escaping  foe  conclusion  that  if  turnover 
does  not  pick  up  smartly,  then  few 
brokers  are  going  to  be  able  to  generate 
enough  income  to  cover  their  over¬ 
heads.  In  switching  from  market  floor  to 
electronic  dealing,  from  a  jobbing 
system  to  market-making  and  from 
fixed  commissions  to  free-for-all,  it  was 
always  assumed  that  foe  new-style 
market  would  generate  enough  addi¬ 
tional  volume  to  cover  foe  enormous 
spiralling  of  overheads  at  foe  same  time 
as  commission  rates  were  falling. 

Even  in  foe  heady  days  of  summer 
‘87,  that  was  barely  foe  case.  Now  it  is 
hopeless  and  foe  City  can  look  forward 
to  others  trudging  foe  dismal  trail  of 
redundancies  and  retrenchment  already 
being  blazed  by  some  of  the  best  known 
names  in  the  business. 

There  is  ample  evidence  to  show  that 
foe  level  of  prices  is  linked  to  foe  level  of 
activity  and  foe  story  since  October  19 
has  been  one  of  extreme  volatility  in 
declining  volume.  The  statistics  show 
that  just  after  the  crash  there  was  a  spate 
of  bargain-hunting  by  private  investors, 
but  there  was  no  follow-through  by  foe 
institutions  and  foe  market-makers 
drew  in  their  exposures,  reducing 
liquidity  and  cutting  intra-market- 
maker  dealing  to  one-third  of  its  July 
level  of  activity. 

As  we  pointed  out  in  this  column  on 
January  1,  all  the  building  blocks  for  a 
recovery  in  the  market  are  in  place,  but 
we  cannot  at  present  see  what  will 
encourage  the  start  of  construction.  And 
while  there  has  been  a  rally  in  prices 
from  the  post-crash  level  Morgan 
Grenfell  points  out,  quite  rightly,  that 
on  the  evidence  of  turnover  analysis, 
“in  no  way  can  foe  buyers’  enthusiasm 
in  December  be  considered  to  match 
that  of  foe  sellers’  in  October.” 

Tax-cut  caution 


The  evidence  is  gradually  accu¬ 
mulating  that  foe  economy  may 
be  slowing  down  a  little.  Earlier 
this  week,  foe  December  figures  for 
retail  sales  provisionally  confirmed 
anecdotal  evidence  that  Christmas  had 
not  been  as  good  for  stores  —  at  least  foe 
bigger  ones  —  as  had  been  hoped. 
Yesterday,  we  had  manufacturing  out¬ 


put  for  November  showing  a  small  drop 
and  output  for  foe  quarter  growing  more 
slowly  than  earlier  in  foe  year. 

The  evidence  so  far  is  very  tenuous. 
One  month’s  figures  are  a  notoriously 
unreliable  guide  to  trends,  especially 
when  they  are  liable  to  significant 
revisions.  Tomorrow’s  preliminary  fig¬ 
ures  for  consumer  spending  in  foe 
fourth  quarter  will  provide  another 
straw  in  foe  wind.  But  there  is  at  least 
some  reason  for  thinking  that  con¬ 
sumers  have  drawn  in  foeir  horns 
slightly  in  foe  wake  of  foe  stock  market 
crash,  even  though  before  Black  Mon¬ 
day  foe  economy  was  probably  growing 
faster  than  was  previously  thought. 

Whether  this  will  continue  must  be 
doubtful.  Earnings  have  been  growing 
rapidly  and  show  no  obvious  sign  of 
slowing  down.  Inflation,  meanwhile,  is 
falling,  at  least  as  measured  by  foe  retail 
price  index,  which  will  tend  to  increase 
foe  real  value  of  those  pay  increases, 
encouraging  consumers  to  spend.  Wor¬ 
ries  about  overheating  could  return  in 
earnest  with  foe  next  set  of  trade  figures. 

Before  foe  Chancellor  makes  his  final 
decisions  on  foe  Budget  there  will  be  at 
least  one  more  set  of  monthly  statistics 
offering  some  clues  on  foe  level  of 
domestic  demand  and  foe  vulnerability 
of  foe  balance  of  payments.  Until  then  a 
degree  of  caution  on  tax  cuts  will  be  in 
order. 

Sears  bargain  offer 

Sears  mopped  up  more  shares  in 
mail  order  group  Freemans  yes¬ 
terday,  taking  its  stake  to  29.9  per 
cent.  Barring  last-minute  upsets.  Sears  is 
cruising  towards  a  comfortable  victory 
when  its  final  offer  of  31 5p  a  share  in 
cash  closes  at  lunchtime  on  Friday.  For 
shareholders  who  are  as  yet  uncommit¬ 
ted,  this  is  clearly  no  time  for  heroics.  In 
both  timing  and  price  Sears  has  chosen 
well.  If  foe  bid  should  fail,  there  is  little 
doubt  that  Freemans  shares  would  be  in 
free  ML 

The  offer  represents  a  93  per  cent 
premium  over  foe  pre-bid  level  of 
Freemans  shares  and  foe  forecast  of 
almost  unchanged  profits  for  the  year 
now  ending  indicates  a  handsome  exit 
multiple  of  22  times  earnings. 

It  lacks  both  foe  financial  muscle  and 
the  all  important  links  with  a  High 
Street  presence  and  established  retail 
brands  which  are  likely  to  prove  key 
factors  as  foe  old-style  mail  order 
business  develops  into  the  modem 
concepts  of  home  shopping.  Freemans 
catalogues  will  benefit  from  foe  addition 
of  Sears  ranges  such  as  Miss  Selfridge 
and  Wallis.  Allied  to  Sears  distribution 
infrastructure,  marketing  clout  and  cash 
for  development  of  its  business,  Free¬ 
mans  looks  capable  of  leapfrogging  a 
stagnant  year  or  two  of  development  if 
the  bid  goes  through.  The  message  for 
shareholders  is  clear.  Accept  foe  bid 
without  delay.

In  the  first  11  months  oflast 
year,  Scotch  sales  to  Japan 
were  worth  about  £63J  mil¬ 
lion,  up  5  percent  on  the  same 
period  in  1986.  Volume  sales, 
however,  were  down  by  about 
16  per  cent,  reflecting  an 
increased  demand  by  the 
Japanese  for  the  more  expen¬ 
sive  types  of  Scotch. 

The  Scotch  Whisky  Associ¬ 
ation  welcomed  Mr  Takeshi- 
ta’s  assurance  as  an  “encour¬ 
aging  ago”  that  added  weight 
to  earlier  commitments  from 
Tokyo  to  set  out  the  details  of 
tax  reform  by  April,  with 
legislation  being  passed  in 
September  or  October.

against  the  US  and  the  EEC. 

Tokyo  has  been  worried

Since  tire  angry  outbursts  in 
the  Commons  last  spring

Britain's  300,000  professional 
engineers  and  technicians 
would  each  keep  a  career 
“logbook"  tinder  a  national 
plan  to  strengthen  the  grip  of 
professional  engineers  on  the 
latest  technological  advances. 

The  idea  is  part  of  an 
Engineering  Council  initiative 
being  backed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  and 
Science 

The  aim  is  to  boost  contin¬ 
ued  education  and  training  of 
professional  engineers  and 
technicians  by  creating  a 
national  framework  of  action. 

As  a  first  step,  pilot 
schemes,  covering  a  wide 
spectrum  of  companies  in¬ 
cluding  small  businesses,  are 
being  set  up  with  some  pump- 
priming  aid  from  the  depart¬ 
ment.  Already  about  a  dozen 
companies  and  organizations 
have  signalled  their  interest, 
including  British  Aerospace, 
British  Airways,  BP,  Fairey, 
Ferranti,  I  CL,  IBM  (UK)  and 
GEC  Telecommunications.  . 

A  national  framework,  with 
the  engineers  and  their  com¬ 
panies  taking  part  on  a  vol¬ 
untary  basis,  could  be  in  place 
by  the  early  part  of  the  next 
decade,  said  Eh-  Kenneth 
Miller,  the  director  general  of 
the  Engineering  Council.  But, 
he  cautioned:  “We  aim  virtu¬ 
ally  to  change  a  system.  That 
cannot  happen  overnight.” 

The  need  for  more  pro¬ 
fessional  engineers  to  update 
themselves  regularly  was  un¬ 
derlined  by  lower  spending  on 
training  by  British  companies 
compared  with  industry  in 
competitor  countries. 

British  companies  spend 
0.15  per  cent  of  turnover  on 
adult  training  while  in  West 
Germany,  the  US  and  Japan 
the  proportion  can  be  four  or 
five  times  as  much,  said  Dr 
Miller. 

Constant  updating  of  the 
knowledge  and  skills  of  pro¬ 


fessionals  was  necessary  for 
industrial  success.  Dr  Miller 
continued. 

“Engineers  should  have  in¬ 
creased  job  satisfaction,  career 
advancement  and  more  earn¬ 
ing  power,  white  for  employ¬ 
ers,  their  engineers  will  be 
more  capable  both  technically 
and  managerially." 

A  key  part  of  the  plan  is  for 
engineers  to  develop  career 
action  {dans,  creating  ibdr 
own  personal  record  books  as 
a  check  on  maintaining  nec¬ 
essary  progress  in  keeping  up 
with  technological  changes. 

There  have  been  signs  of 
higher  demand  for  further 
training.  A  survey  by  the 
department  at  end-1986  in¬ 
dicated  a  40  per  cent  rise  in  all 
trainees,  with  engineering  and 
technology  accounting  for  al¬ 
most  a  quarter  of  the  training. 
A  more  recent  Engineering 
Council  survey  also  showed  a 
modest  increase  in  continued 
education  and  training. 

Baroness  Hooper,  the  min¬ 
ister  for  adult  training  and 
education  at  the  department, 
believes  tbe  council’s  pioneer¬ 
ing  plan  will  help  set  guide¬ 
lines  for  other  professions. 

She  added:  “The  shelf  life  of 
technological  knowledge  is  be¬ 
coming  increasingly  shorter. 
We  must  all  free  up  to  the  feet 
that  technology  is  continually 
developing,  in  the  office  and 
on  the  factory  floor,  and  is 
creating  the  need  to  update 
our  skills  and  knowledge." 

Update  training  will  be 
done  at  universities,  polytech¬ 
nics  and  other  colleges.  The 
cost  would  be  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  employers  and  the 
individual,  said  Dr  Miller.

expecting  a  baby.  Arnold, 
suffused  with  setf-congrahda- 
tion  over  his  exclusive  stray 
winnowed  from  the  siding  set 
at  Klosters,  wrote  that  it  was 
the  first  time  in  history  that  a 
royal  birth  bad  been  an- 
trounced  by  a  newspaper. 

Not  quite;  if  all  the  false 
pregnancies  announced  by 
Fleet  Street  in  recent  years 
had  grae  to  tram,  the  Prin¬ 
cess  of  Wales's  family  allow¬ 
ance  would  rival  the  Queen’s 
Civil  List. 

The  last  occasion  was  in 
May  1986,  when  the' 
tabloid  Today  announ¬ 
ced  boldly,  exclusively  and 
unequivocally  that  Diana  was 
expecting  her  third;  either 
they  were  majestically  wrong, 
or  she  is  still  gesturing  an 
elephant 

A  royal  pregnancy  is  a 
worthwhile  kite  to  fly;  by  the 
law  of  averages,  it  will  if 
launched  often  enough  even¬ 
tually  be  borne  upwards  on 
the  breeze  of  troth.  Hie' 
much-maligned  “ratpack”  of 
royal  correspondents  goes  to 
great  lengths  to  try  to  estab¬ 
lish  some  shred  of  veracity, 
hot  judgement  can  be  dis¬ 
torted  under  the  pressure  of 
competition,  and  the  pack's 
contacts  on  the  Cringes  of  the 
royal  circle  are  not  above 
laying  false  scents. 

Arnold  himself,  on  the 
occasion  in  1981  when 
Diana's  understandably  pro¬ 
tective  mother  told  the 
world's  press  that  her  daugh¬ 
ter  was  in  another  country 
(when  she  was  actually  in  the 
next  room),  wrote:  “Fleet 
Street  made  a  mental  note  for 
the  future  that,  contrary  to 
popular  belief,  the  aristocracy 
do  sometimes  tefl  fibs,  and 
occasionally  oatrageous 
whoppers.** 

The  man  from  The  Sm  was 
claiming  privately  last  week 
that  his  story  came  from  **a 
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Alan  Hamilton 

stairs  wulHon. 
If  the  source 
was  merely 
winding  up  nr&um  retali¬ 
ation  for  past  mischief,  the 
principal  loser  was  die  Duch¬ 
ess  herself,  her  holiday  sud¬ 
denly  reined  by  a  plague  of 
scribblers  and  snappers. 

On  such  occasions  the  Pal¬ 
ace  press  office  does  not  fore 
much  better,  and  is  left 
floundering  in  a  sea  of  ig¬ 
norance,  unable  either  to 
confirm  or  deny.  Its  usual 
reason  for  avunSins  a  straight 
answer  is  that  it  simply  does 
not  know,  coupled  with  a 
tradition  that  royal  births  are 
announced  only  when  the 
mother-to-be  is  in  the  safe 
sanctuary  of  her  own  home. 

Palace  press  officers,. who 
are  so  far  down  the  hierarchy 
of  the  Royal  Household  that 
they  almost  rub  shoulders 
with  the  tradesmen,  can  only 
ntafcg  announcements  when 
they  themselves  are  told,  and 
as  often  as  not  that  is  little 
more  than  half  an  hour  before 
the  news  is  made  known  to 
the  world  at  hurgp.  They 
cannot  confirm  or  deny  the 
Duchess's  pregnancy  until 
she  instructs  than  rate  way  or 
the  other. 

Last  year  the  press  office 
lost  two  experienced 
figures  through  rite 
resignation  of  Michael  Shea 
and  the  retirement,  and  sub¬ 
sequent  tragic  death  from 
cancer,  of  Victor  Chapman. 
Their  replacements  do  not  yet 
appear  to  have  developed  the 
boldness  to  ask  the  Duchess 
for  a  straight  answer. 

Meanwhile,  the  rest  of  the 
royal  ratpack,  unable  to  dig 
up  any  cast-iron  amfinnation 
of  The  Sum  story,  are  com¬ 
pletely  at  the  mercy  of  the 
Duchess.  She,  on  the  other 
hand,  could  have  saved  her¬ 
self  being  chased  down  the 
pates  by  the  press  pads 
simply  by  saying  “no**.  Un¬ 
less,  of  course,  the  answer  is 
“yes".

Scared  of  the  sweethearts 

Peter  Triovnor 


Independent  TV  producers  could  be  threatened 
ifthe  BBC  and  ITV  start  doing  deals  with 
their  in-house  favourites,  warns  Peter  Lewis 


Independent  television  produc¬ 
ers  in  1987  saw  their  biggest 
breakthrough  since  Channel 
Four  was  formed  six  years  ago 
when  the  Government  decided 
to  require  both  the  BBC  and  ITV  to 
take  25  per  cent  of  their  pro¬ 
grammes  from  them  within  four 
years.  Independent  output  is  set  to 
double  fry  1990;  by  then  the  1,000 
hours  which  they  now  produce  for 
Channel  4  will  be  matched  by 
another  500  for  ITV  and  600  for  rite 
BBC  Beyond  that  looms  the  fir 
larger  target  of  the  25  percent 

Exciting  prospects.  But  is  there 
the  capacity?  Is  there  the  talent  to 
sustain  the  independents'  reput¬ 
ation  for  original,  innovative 
programming  cm  such  a  scale? 
Already  the  number  of  companies 
in  the  Independent  Programme 
Producers  Association  (IPPA)  has 
risen  by  150  in  the  past  year  to  more 
than  500.  They  vary  from  the  big 
fish,  with  a  turnover  in  millions,  to 
the  *m«ii  bands  who  make  one 
programme  or  series  at  a  time.  Of 
the  360  independent  companies 
which  provided  output  for  Channel 
4  in  the  year,  240  sold  only  one 
programme  or  series.  Small  is 
beautiful  still  among  the  “Indies”. 

Even  the  busiest  companies  tend 
to  operate  from  modest  offices  in 
side  streets,  up  flights  of  stairs  above 
shops,  with  a  potted  plant  serving  as 
receptionist  and  a  Wow-heater 
shared  between  two  desks.  There  is 
an  endearing  feel  of  the  cottage 
industry. 

It  Iras  always  been  a  precarious, 
hand-to-mouth  existence,  living 

from  fflmmiwifm  tO  mmmiiadnn 

with  constant  anxiety  about  howto 
pay  the  overheads  when  the  current 
job  is  finished.  Until  now  indepen¬ 
dents  have  relied  entirely  on  their- 
customers  (usually  Channel  4)  for 
funding.  Cost  control  has  been 
fierce;  if  a  programme  goes  over 
budget,  the  difference  comes  out  of 
their  production  fee,  or  profit. 

Now,  with  alternative  markets, 
there  is  hope  of  outside  money 
coming  to  this  under-capitalized 
sector,  with  an  eye  on  the  1990s 
when  European  cable  and  satellite 
services  also  come  into  service. 
IPPA  director  Paul  Styles  says:  1 
believe  we  shall  see  a  move  away 
from  100  per  cent  funding  towards 
co-productions  and  co-financing, 


which  will  malta  companies  less 
vulnerable. 

“With  access  to  the  networks  and 
new  overseas  markets,  investment 
wili  come  in.  This  is  going  to  be  an 
exciting  growth  sector.”  But,  he 
warns,  they  would  be  fools  to  start 
pouring  die  champagne  yet —partly 
because  of  what  are  known  in  the 
trade  as  sweetheart  deals. 

«  A  sweetheart  deal  is  ITV  or  BBC 
giving  work  to  an  in-house  producer 
on  going  independent.  The  deal  can 
suit  both  parties:  the  producer 
wants  to  go,  the  company  wants  to 
build  up  its  quota  of  independent 
programmes  and  they  can  still  go  on 
working  together.  If  there  were  a 
large  proportion  of  sweetheart  deals 
in  the  next  few  years,  the  existing 
independents  would  be  kept  out 

These  are  the  producers  who 
jumped  ship  from  the  BBC  and  ITV 
companies  when  Channel  4  was 
announced.  On  the  whole  they  were 
the  brightest  of  their  generation: 
there  could  be  a  second  wave,  once 
aprin  the  youngest  and  brightest, 
who  are  less  concerned  about  their 
pension  or  redundancy  rights. 

Independent  producer  Ann 
Lapping's  company,  Brook  Produc¬ 
tions,  specializes  in  current  affairs, 
and  for  five  years  has  produced 
Channel  4'Si4  Week  In  Politics,  due 
to  end  in  July.  She  does  not  see  the 
quota  as  an  open  door.  “We  are 
going  to  have  to  work  hard  to  get 
enough  commissions  to  keep  afloat, 
although  we  are  how  producing  fix’ 
the  BBC  Current  affairs  is  the 
heartland  on  which  broadcasters 
stake  their  identity  and  I  think  they 
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tit’s  feast  or  famine  in  this  business^

will  be  reluctant  to  invite  outriders 
into  that  area. 

“They  may  fry  to  make  their 
quota  with  one  big  dal,  die  way 
LWT  have  hived  off  their  local  news 
programmes  to  independents.  1 
think  there  will  be  quite  a  lot  of 
sweetheart  deals.  I  don't  think  1988 
will  be  the  Midas  year  for  us.” 

Lavinia  Warner,  however,  is 
expanding  her  small  company, 
Warner  Sisters,  mto  filmed  drama. 
Her  credits  include  Tenko  and  the 
new  LWT  series  about  women  SOT 
agents,  Wish  Me  buck.  “Now  the 
climate  is  right  we  are  expanding 
our  drama  output,  with  a  series  on 
the  Hitler  Dianes  scandal  and  six 
plays  fry  women  writers  new  to 
TV,”  she  says. 


After  leaving  the  BBC,  Paul 
Jackson  founded  an  entertainment 
company  and  came  up  with  much  of 
Channel  Four’s  alternative  comedy 
—  Coming  Next.  Saturday  Live  and 
Don't  Miss  Wax.  Now  he  has 
backing  from  a  theatre  group,  as 
Nod  Gay  Television.  “This  isn't  a 
get-rich-quick  business.  It's  very 
difficult  to  make  a  sale,"  he  said. 
“Even  wifi  a  trade  record  like  ours, 
maybe  one  programme  in  five  that 
we  develop  gets  marie. 

“Nobody  is  making  more  than 
10-12  per  cent  in  production  fees 
and  you  get  only  a  small  percentage 
on  sales  abroad,  sometimes  noth¬ 
ing.  It's  high  ride  and  low  return. 
But  the  returns  coukl  be  high.  There 
aren’t  many  poor  people  connected 


with  The  Bill  Cosby  Show l” 

Andrew  Holmes,  of  Holmes 
Associates,  is  one  of  the  chief 
beneficiaries  of  ITVs  opening  the 
door  to  independents.  Known  for 
Who  Dares  Wins ,  be  landed  a  £4 
million  commission  from  LWT  for 
an  ambitious  rix-part  series  on  a 
Second  World  War  fighter  squad¬ 
ron,  Piece  cf Cake. 

Holmes  says  be  is  currently 
working  with  four  ITV  companies, 
providing  30  hours  a  year,  and 
selling  to  11  overseas  countries.  Is 
1988  going  to  be  Independents’ 
Year?  “It  must  be,  but  I  think 
there’ll  be  casualties  among  the 
small  operators.  There  are  too  many 
qirmging  up,  duplicating  expensive 
resources.  It's  always  feast  or  fam¬ 
ine  in  this  business.

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Last  year  produced  aot  only  high 
increases  in  property-  prices  but  also  a 
record-breaking  number  of  private 
house-building  starts,  demonstrating  the 
continuing  demand.  There  were  194,000 
stans  in  Britain,  according  to  the 
National  House-Building  Council,  the 
highest  since  the  boom  year  of  1975. 
That  was  4  percent  up  on  the  1986  figure 
of  185,700,  and  it  reflected  an  upturn  in 
all  areas,  including  those  where  the 
economy  had  been  less  active.  The 
number  of  completions  was  also  up  by  3 
percent  to  182,000. 

The  NHBCs  director-general,  Basil 
Bean,  said  that  although  he  did  not 
expect  1988  to  be  another  record- 
breaker,  the  signs  were  still  encouraging; 
“Demand  for  new  housing  will  remain 
buoyant  as  long  as  increases  in  earning 
levels  equal  or  exceed  increases  in  the 
cost  of  living." 

Central  London  opportunities  for  new 
building  are  strictly  limited,  and  “new” 
property  is  likely  to  be  a  rebuilding.  A 
fine  example  of  the  way  oider  buildings 
can  be  revived  is  at  Prince  Regent's 
Terrace,  Albany  Street,  in  the  south-east 
comer  of  Regent's  Park.

No  power  to  make  unborn 
baby  a  ward  of  court 


la  re  F  (uz  Utero) 

Before  Mr  Justice  HoUings 
[Judgment  January  J5J 
The  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to 
make  an  unborn  baby  a  ward  of 
court.  The  wardshipjurisdiction 
could  only  apply  to  a  living 
child. 

Mr  Justice  Hollings  so  held  in 
a  chambers  judgment  in  the 
Family  Division  (reported  with 
his  Lordship's  permission) 
when  refusing  leave  to  a  local 
authority  to  issue  an  originating 
summons  relating  to  an  unborn 
child.  His  Lordship  made  an 
order  that  the  mother,  the  local 
authority  and  its  solicitor  be  not 
identified. 

Mr  Brian  Jubb  for  the  local 
authority;  Mr  Allan  Levy  as 
amicus  curiae. 

MR  JUSTICE  HOLLINGS 
said  that  the  mother  was  aged 
36.  She  suffered  from  delusions 
believing  that  doctors  and 
nurses  would  harm  the  baby. 
The  local  authority  was  seeking 
to  safeguard  the  baby. 

The  mother  had  disappeared 
from  her  flat  and  it  was  thought 
that  the  mother  might  return  to 
her  “hippy"  nomadic  lifestyle. 

The  mother  had  been  made  a 
defendant  in  the  proceedings 
but  on  realizing  that  the  applica¬ 
tion  was  ex  pane  his  Lordship 
had  invited  the  Official  Solicitor 
to  instruct  counsel  to  appear  as 
amicus  curiae  as  the  application 

Judge  was 
entitled 
to  comment 

Regina  v  Scott 

Where  a  defendant  charged  with 
robbery  did  not  give  or  coil 
defence  evidence,  the  trial  judge 
was  entitled  to  comment  to  the 
jury  that  the  defendant  had  cot 
called  his  two  co-accused,  who 
had  both  been  imprisoned  in 
previous  proceedings  for  the 
robbery  and  bad  made  state¬ 
ments  to  the  police,  neither  of 
them  incriminating  him  and 
one  going  so  for  as  to  exculpate 
him. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  (Lord 
Justice  Croom-Johnson,  Mr 
Justice  Caulfield  and  Mr  Justice 
Tucker)  so  slated  on  January  18. 
in  dismissingan  appeal  by  Mark 
Andrew  Scoil.  aged  22.  against 
conviction  and  a  four-year 
prison  sentence  imposed  on 
April  9  at  Snaresbrook  Crown 
Court  (Judge  Owen  Stable.  QC 
and  a  jury)  on  conviction  for 
robbery. 

.  MR  JUSTICE  TUCKER,  giv¬ 
ing  the  judgment  of  the  court, 
said  that  the  judge  told  the  jury 
that  the  two  co-accused  were 
compeUabie  witnesses  for  the 
defence  and  could  have  given 
relevant  evidence.  For  all  any¬ 
one  knew  the  jury  might  have 
bees  under  the  misapprehen¬ 
sion  that,  having  been  sentenced 

y>  prison,  the  co-defendants 
not  be  called. 


raised  novel  aspects  as  to  the 
wardship  jurisdiction. 

The  stark  question  was 
whether  there  cotud  be  proceed¬ 
ings  in  wardship  relating  to  an 
unborn  child. 

In  the  present  case  his  Lord- 
ship  was  prepared  to  assume 
that  the  baby  was  capable  of 
being  born  alive.  The  expected 
date  of  delivery  was  January  23. 

Mr  Jubb  had  emphasized 
rightly  the  difference  between 
the  wardship  jurisdiction  and 
the  other  jurisdictions  of  the 
English  court.  The  wardship 
jurisdiction  was  not  a  creature 
of  statute.  It  had  developed  and 
adapted  to  changing  social  con¬ 
ditions  and  values. 

In  wardship  proceedings,  it 
was  not  necessary  for  the  child 
to  be  a  party  so  that  in  itself  was 
not  a  reason  why  wardship 
proceedings  could  not  apply  to 
an  unborn  cbikL 

However,  the  governing  prin¬ 
ciple  in  the  wardship  court  was 
that  the  welfare  of  ibe  child  was 
the  first  and  paramount  consid¬ 
eration.  It  was  that  principle 
which  illustrated  why  wardship 
could  only  apply  to  a  living 
child.  For  wardship  to  apply  to  a 


child  en  ventre  sa  mere  very 
serious  considerations  would 
arise  regarding  die  welfare  of  the 
mother. 

There  would  be  repugnance 
on  the  part  of  any  right-thinking 
person  to  think  of  applying  the 
principle  of  paramountcy  in 
favour  of  the  child's  welfare  at 
the  expense  of  die  mother's. 

His  Lordship  had  been  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  European  Conven¬ 
tion  on  Human  Rights.  There 
was  a  right  to  life  by  article  2  of 
the  Convention. 

Mr  Levy  bad  pointed  out  that 
there  were  decisions  which 
showed  that  the  right  to  life  did 
not  prevail  over  the  mother’s 
own  rights.  The  wardshipjuris¬ 
diction  was  incompatible  with 
the  rights  and  welfare  of  ihe 
mother.  The  application  for 
leave  to .  issue  an  originating 
summons  was  be  refused. 

[On  Saturday  January  16, 
Lord  Justice  May  sitting  with 
Lord  Justice  Bakxunbe  and 
Lord  Justice  Staugbton  in  the 
Court  of  Appeal  dismissed  an 
appeal  by  the  local  authority 
from  this  decision.  Reasons 
were  reserved.]

Regina  ▼  Davies  and 
OUerenshaw 

Where  there  was  an  element  of 
public  affront  in  the  commis¬ 
sion  of  a  crime  that  should  be 
reflected  in  the  sentences  im¬ 
posed. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  (Lord 
Justice  Croom  Johnson,  Mr 
Justice  Caulfield  and  Mr  Justice 
Tucker)  so  held  on  January  18 
in  dismissing  appeals  by  Mich¬ 
ael  Peter  Davies,  aged  21,  and 
Colin  Edward  OUerenshaw. 
aged  19.  against  their  sentences 
of  three  years*  imprisonment 


and  three  years'  youth  custody 
imposed  at  Preston  Crown 
Court  on  June  22  1987,  for 
offences  involving  burglary, 
vandalism  and  damages  to 
churches  and  church  property. 

LORD  JUSTICE  CROOM 

JOHNSON  said  that  although 
both  defendants  were  of  pre¬ 
viously  exemplary  character 
and  both  entered  guilty  ideas, 
their  offences  involved  vandal¬ 
ism  of  a  particularly  distressing 
and  unsavoury  kind  and  con¬ 
sequently  the  sentences  were 
right  in  their  nature  and  length. 


Prison  for 
breach  of 
injunction 

Poqtischnl  r  PhflBps 
It  was  of  the  highest  importance, 
to  the  public  as  well  as  to  the 
parties,  that  Mareva  injunc¬ 
tions,  issued  to  prevent  the 
dissipation  of  assets  in.  the 
jurisdiction,  should  be  obeyed 
and  not  disregarded,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  not  flouted.  Where  prop¬ 
erty  bad  been  sold  and  assets 
dissipated  m  flagrant  defiance  of 
a  Mareva  injunction  an  immedi¬ 
ate  prison  sentence  was  appro¬ 
priate  as  punishment  for  that 
contempt,  irrespective  of 
whether  ft  was  necessary  to 
compel  compliance  with  the 
injunction. 

The  Court  of  Appeal  (Lord 
Justice  Gli dewell  and  Lord  Jus¬ 
tice  Taylor)  so  held  on  January 
18,  allowing  in  part  an  appeal  by 
the  defendant  from  an  Older  of 
Mr  Justice  Jupp  who  on  January 
15  bad  committed  him  to  prison  , 
for  10  weeks  for  contempt  of  | 
court  in  flouting  a  Mareva  \ 
injection.  The  Court  of  Appeal 
substituted  a  sentence  of  six 
weeks’  imprisonment. 

LORD  JUSTICE  TAYLOR 
said  that  in  Danchevskv  v 
Danchevsky  ([19751  Fam  17;  21) 
Lord  Denning  had  said  that  if 
there  were  a  realistic  alternative 
way  of  securing  compliance  with 
an  order,  a  cotuemnor  should 
not  be  sent  to  prison.  That  was  a 
case  where  compliance  could  be 
compelled  without  imprisoning 
the  coMemnor.  and  there  was 
no  need  expressly  to  punish 
him. 

In  this  case  there  had  been 
flagrant  defiance  and  the  assets 
which  the  injunction  had  been 
intended  to  preserve  had  been 
dissipated;  a  prison  sentence 
was  necessary  not  only  to  pro- 
tect  the  plaintiff  but  to  punish 
the  defendant.

Solicitors  warned  on  personal  costs 


Practice  Statement  Listing 
Statement 

Solicitors  will  be  ordered  to  pay 
the  costs  thrown  away  where 
they  fail  to  notify  the  court  that 
their  case  is  no  longer  effective, 
Mr  Justice  Michael  Davies 
stated  in  the  Queen's  Bench 
Division  when  issuing  a  practice 
statement  on  January  IS. 

MR  JUSTICE  MICHAEL 
DAVIES  said  Order  34,  rule  8(2) 
of  the  Rules  of  the  Supreme 
Court  provided  that  it  was  the 
duty  of  all  parties  to  an  action 
entered  into  the  list  to  notify  the 
Clerk  of  the  Lists  if  the  case  was 
settled  Or  withdrawn. 

The  notes  to  the  order  cor¬ 
rectly  stated  “For  a  default  the 
solicitor  will  normally  be 
ordered  to  pay  personally  any 

costs  thrown  away.” 

Investigation  and  experience 
had  demonstrated  that  in  many 
cases  that  rule  was  not  being 
complied  with.  As  a  con¬ 
sequence  cases  which  were  no 
tong&  effective  remained  in  the 


genera!  or  warned  lists  and. 
more  seriously,  were  actually 
listed  for  trial  when  they  bad 
been  settled. 

That  resulted  in  waste  of  time, 
judicial  and  otherwise,  frustra¬ 
tion  of  live  cases  which  could 
have  been  listed  and  the  incur¬ 
ring  of  unnecessary  costs.  In 
future,  in  such  cases  the  solicitor 
would  normally  be  ordered  to 
pay  personally  any  costs  thrown 
away. 

Whatever  might  have  hap¬ 
pened  in  the  past,  parties  and 
their  legal  representatives 
should  now  dearly  understand 
that  when  a  case  appeared  in  the 
warned  list,  ft  would  almost 
certain  iy  be  tried  during  the 
following  week. 

Excuses  that  the  action  was 
not  ready  for  trial  would  not  be 
accepted  by  the  Cfeifc  of  the 
Lists  and  applications  to  the 
Judge  in  Charge  of  the  Lists 
would  be  required  in  cases  in 
which  it  was  desired  to  postpone 
the  trial  Appropriate  orders  as 


to  costs  would  be  made  in  such 
cases. 

This  direction  was  made  in 
the  light  of  the  fact  that  at 
present  cases  were  taking  up  to 
12  months  to  progress  from  the 
general  to  the  warned  list, 
which,  save  in  the  most  excep¬ 
tional  case,  allowed  the  parties 
and  their  k^ai  representatives 
more  than  enough  time  in  which 
to  be  ready  for  trial.

A  member  state  whose  l^psla- 
tion  imposed  a  requirement  of 
registration  at  a  Bar  upon 
persons  who  wished  to  estab¬ 
lish  themselves  in  its  territory 
in  the  capacity  of  members  of 
a  legal  profession,  as  defined 
by  the  legislation  of  that 
member  state,  might  impose 
the  same  requirement  on  law¬ 
yers  from  other  member  states 
who  relied  upon  the  right  of 
establishment  provided  by  the 
EEC  Treaty  in  order  to  estab¬ 
lish  themselves  in  that 
capacity. 

Mr  Claude  GuIIung,  Who 
was  a  lawyer  holding  both 
French  and  German  national¬ 
ity,  bad  practised  as  a  notary 
at  Hirsingne,  France,  from 
September  1947  until  March

following  disciplinary  mea¬ 
sures  taken  against  him  by  the 
Disciplinary  Board  far  Nota¬ 
ries  of  the  Departemeot  of 
Haut-Rhin. 

Subsequently  he  had  first 
sought  to  be  registered  on  the 
list  of  conseib  juridiques  (legal 
advisers)  of  Marseille  and 
later  to  be  admitted  as  an 
avocat  of  the  Mulbouse  Bar. 
Each  of  those  applications  was 
rejected  on  the  basis  that  be

The  Cour 
d’Appei,  Colmar,  which  was 
dealing  with  both  cases,  stayed 
its  proceedings  and  refereed 
two  questions  to  the  Court  of 
Justice  of  the  European 
Communities  for  a  prelimi¬ 
nary  ruling. 

In  its  Judgment  the 
Euroepan  Court  of  Justice 
held  as  follows: 

Doable  nationality 

The  problem  raised  by  dou¬ 
ble  nationality  was  whether  a 
national  of  two  member 
stares,  who  had  been  admitted 
as  a  member  of  ibe  legal 
profession  in  one  of  those 
states,  might  rely  on  the 
pro  visions -of  Council  Direc¬ 
tive  No  77/249/EEC  facilitat¬ 
ing  the  effective  exercise  by 
the  lawyers  of  freedom  to 
provide  services  (OJ  No  78  of 
March  20*  1977,  pl7)  on  the 
territory  of  the  other  member 
state. 

The  free  movement  of  per¬ 
sons,  tbe  freedom  of  establish¬ 
ment  and  the  freedom  to 
provide  services,  which  were . 
fundamental  to  tbe  Commu¬ 
nity  system,  would  not  be  folly 
realized  if  a  member- state - 
might  refuse  the  benefit  of  the 
provirions  of  Community  law 
to  those  of  its  nationals  who, 
while  established  in  another 
member  state  whose  national¬ 
ity  they  also  hdd,  made  use  of 
the  facilities  granted  by 
Community  law  in  order  to 
exerdse  their  activities  in  ibe 
territory  of  tbe  first  state. 

PftvisiQn  of  services 

The  first  question  sought  in 
particular  to  determine 
whether  the  provisions  of 
Directive  No  77/249  might  be 
relied  upon  by  a  lawyer  estab¬ 
lished  in  one  member  state  in 
order  to  pursue  his  activities 
as  a  provider  of  services  in 
another  member  state  where, 
in  the  latter  state,  he  had  been 
prohibited  access  to  tbe  pro¬ 
fession  of  avocat  for  reasons 
relating  to  dignity,  honour  and 
integrity. 

Directive  No  77/249^  re¬ 
quired  member  states  to  rec¬ 
ognise  as  a  lawyer  any  person 
established  as  such  in  another  .. 
member  state  under  one  of  tire 
designations  contained  inarti-  • 
de  1(2),  including  that /of 
rechisanwalt  m  the  Federal  . 
Republic  of  Germany. 

It  followed  from  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  article  4  of  the  , 


Directive  that  lawyers  provid¬ 
ing 'services  were  bound  to 
observe  the  rules  of  pro¬ 
fessional  conduct  in  force  m  a 
host  member  state.  . 

That  interpretation  was 
supported  by  tire  wording  of 
article  7(2)  of  the  Directive 
which  provided  that  in  the 
event  of  “non-compliance 
.  with  the  obligations  in  force  in 
the  host  member  state”  the 
competent  authority  of  the 
latter  should  determine  the 
consequences  of  such  non- 
compliance  “in  accordance 
with  its  own  rules  and 
procedures”. 

By  imposing  the  rules  of 
professional  practice  of  the 
'  host  member  state,  the  Direc¬ 
tive  assumed  that  the  provider 
of  services  had  the  capacity  to 
observe  those  rules.  If  the. 
competent  authority  of  the 
member  state  had  previously 
found  that  a  person  lacked 
that  capacity,  and  that  the 
person  concerned  had  been 
prohibited  access  to  the  pro¬ 
fession  concerned  fin  that 
reason,  it  was  to  be  considered 
that  be  did  not.  fulfil  the 
conditions  which  the  Direc¬ 
tive  imposed  for  tbe  freedom 
to  provide  services.  -  ,. 

Right  of  establishment 

The.  second  .question 
submitted  by  the  national 
court  related  to  the  interpreter 
turn  of  article  52  of  the  Treaty. 
It  concerned  in  particular  the  . 
question  whether  the : 
establishment  of  a  lawyer  on 
the  territory  of  another  mem¬ 
ber  state,  pursuant  to  that 
article,  required  the  registra¬ 
tion  of  that  lawyer  at  a  Bar  of 
the  host  member  state,  where 
such  registration  was  required 
by  the  legislation  of  that 
member  state. 

According  to  its  own  word- . 
jng.  tbe  question  submitted 
was  limited  to  a  case  where  a 
lawyer  who  was  a  member  of  a 
legal  profession  as  defined  by 
the  legislation  of  the  titemfaer 
state  where  he  was  estab¬ 
lished,  intended  to  establish 
himself  in  another  member 
state  as  a  member  of  a  legal 
profession  within  the  meaning 
of  the  legislation  of  the  latter 
slate.  ... 

According  to  the  second 
paragraph  of  article  52,'  free- . 
dom  of  establishment  in-  : 
chided  access  to  actiyities  as  a 
self-employed  person-  -  -and 
their  exercise  “under  the  con- 
ditions  laid  down  for  its  own- 
nationals  by  the:  law  of  tbe 
country,  where  such  establish¬ 
ment  is  effecTed”. 

It  foDowed  from  that  rule.- 
that,  as  the  court  had  held'in 
its  judgment  fo' Case  107/83  : 
Qrare  aesAvocats'cacBaneau 
dePamvKlofp(ll984lECR 


2971, 2989)  “In  the  absence  of 
specific  Community  rules  m 
the  matter  each  member  state 
.  is  free  to  imitate  the  exercise 
of  the  legal  profession  in  its 
territory”.  . 

The  obligation  of  registra¬ 
tion  of  lawyers  at  a  Bar 
imposed  by  certain  member 
states  was  to  be  considered 
lawful  under  Community  taw 
on  condition  that  such 
registration  was  open  to  na¬ 
tionals  of  afi  member  states 
.  without  discrimination.  The 
purpose  of  sadt  an  obligation 
was  to  guarantee  integrity  and 
the  observance  of  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  professional  conduct 
as  wefl  as  disciplinary  control 
of  the  activity  of  lawyers;  it 
therefore  pursued  an  objective 
worthy  of  protection. 

.  It  followed  that  member 
states  whose  legislation  im¬ 
posed  the  requirement  of 
registration  at  a  Bar  upon 
those  who  wished  to  establish 
themselves  in  foe  territory  of 
that  .state  as  a  member  of  a 
’  legal  profession  as  defined  by 
its  national  ^station,  might 
impose  ihe  same  requirement 
upon  lawyers  from  other 
member  states  who  ‘  relied 
upon  foe  right  of  establish- 
.  raent  laid  down  by  the  Treaty 
in  order  to  avail  themselves  of 
thatsame  capacity. 

On  those  grounds,  foe  Euro¬ 
pean  Court  of  Justice  (Sixth 
Chamber)  held: 

I A  national  of  two  member 
states  admitted  to  a  legal 

profession  jn  one  of '  those 

states  might,  on  the  territory 
of  foe  other  state,  rely  ,  upon 
tbe  provisions  of  Directive  No 
77/249/EEC  to  facilitate  foe 
effective  exercise  by  lawyers  of 
freedom  to  provide  services 
where  the  conditions  for  the 
application  of  that  directive 
were  fulfilled 

2  Directive  No  77/249  might 
not  be  relied  upon  by  a  lawyer 
established  in  a  member  state 
with  a  view  to  exercising  his 
activities  as  a  provider  of 
services  in  the  territory  of 
another  member  state  where, 
in  the  latter  member  state,  he 
had  been  prohibited  access  to 
the -profession  of  avocat  for 
reasons  relating  to  dignity, . 
integrity  and  probity. 

3  Article  52  of  foe  Treaty  was 
to  he  interpreted  as  -meaning 
that  a^member  state  whose 
legislation  required  lawyers  to 
be  registered  at  a  Bar,  might 
impose  the  same  requirement 
on  lawyers  from  other  mem¬ 
ber  states  who  had  taken 
advantage  of  foe  right  of 
establishment  guaranteed  by 
theTreaty  in  oiderto  establish 
themselves' as  members  of  a 
legal  profession  in  the  tern- , .

Footballers 
that  FIFA 
can  ignore 
no  longer 


Johannesburg 
The  600,000  registered  play¬ 
ers  of  the  Soccer  Association 
of  Sooth  Africa  (SASA)  are  a 
feet  of  life  which  FIFA  cannot 
indefinitely  ignore.  SASA  is 
the  parent  body  of  the  Nation¬ 
al  Soccer  League  (NSL)  and  it 
dwarfs  all  the  other  Sooth 
African  soccer  organizathms. 

;  At  the  conference  last 
November  in  Harare,  the  Su¬ 
preme  Council  of  Sport  in 
Africa,  which  effectively  in¬ 
fluences  the  policy  towards 
Africa  of  all  the  international 
sports  federations,  was  seen 
BMfGdaDy  to  be  slightly 
^jsapaftetic  towards  a  sport 
which  has  bees  transformed  in 
Sooth  Africa.  Low-key  diplo¬ 
macy  over  the  next  few  years, 
ffpwuny  among  neighbou¬ 
ring  blade  conn  tries,  could 
find  Sosth  Africa  reapplying 
for  FIFA  membership. 

The  difficulty  is  that  when 
the  Football  Association  of 
Sooth  Africa  (FASA\  the 
formerly  dominant  white  ad¬ 
ministration,  finally  lost  its 
membership  of  FIFA  in  1976,

Maxwell’s  path  blocked

The  growing  football  empire 
of  Robert  Maxwell,  the 
publishing  magnate,  was 
firmly  held  in  check  yesterday 
by  his  fellow  League  chairmen 
when  they  took  a  derision 
which  prevents  him  from 
buying  Watford  Football  Club 
unless  he  sells  the  lion's  share 
of  his  interests  in  Derby 
County,  Oxford  United  and 
Reading. 

But  the  chairmen,  who  met 
at  an  extraordinary  general 
meeting  in  London  to  vote  on 
the  tightening  of  the  rule 
governing  duri  shareholdings, 
did  derive  *foat  the  amend¬ 
ment  to  regulation  80  should 
not  be  retrospective.  By  44 
votes  to  17%,  with  one  absten¬ 
tion,  they  voted  for  one  of  tbe 
softer  options  available  to 
them  which  allows  a  major 
shareholder  in  one  dub  to 
hold  a  10  per  cent 
shareholding  in  as  many  other 
dubs  as  he  wishes. 

It  means  that  Maxwell,  who 
was  not  present  at  the  meet¬ 
ing,  can  retain  his  interest  in 
three  dnbs  just  as  countless 
Other  people  can  retain  theirs. 

Philip  Carter,  the  League 
president,  warned  that  if  Max¬ 
well  should  attempt  to  pur¬ 
chase  Watford  without  selling 
most  of  his  other  interests  it 
would  leave  the  League  with 
little  option  but  to  fine  or 
expel  Watford  from  the  Foot¬ 
ball  League.  Elton  John,  the

Watford  chairman,  expressed 
his  concern  about  the  future 
viability  of  his  dub  to  the 
fellow  chairman  but  refused  to 
comment  afterwards  on  their 
decision. 

“One  can  make  the  point 
that  status  quo  has  been 
achieved,”  Carter  said.  He 
explained  that  the  reason  for 
his  clandestine  meeting  with 
Maxwell  on  December  5  was 
to  “move  things  forward”.  He 
said:  “The  agreement  I  had 
with  him  was  at  least  that  he 


would  sell  his  interests  in 
Reading  and  Oxford  with  the 
possibility  in  the  future  of 
selling  his  shares  in  Derby 
depending  on  the  dub’s  finan¬ 
cial  liability. 

“I  think  when  I  explained 
tbe  background  to  everybody 
today  there  was  general  accep¬ 
tance  of  the  situation  and  they 
felt  that  tbe  best  interests  of 
football  had  been  followed.” 

Carter  said  that  several  first 
division  dubs  fett  that  his. 
initiative  back  in  December 


had  “more  merit  than  that 
which  we  now  find  ourselves 
in.”  Eleven  first  division  dubs 
voted  against  tbe  resolution 
which  achieved  its  two-thirds 
majority  by  just  two  votes. 

“In  tbe  discussions  that  I 
held  with  Maxwell  with  David 
Dein  we  felt  that  in  doe  long 
term  we  could  see  a  situation 
where  Mr  Maxwell  and  his 
family  would  have  disassoci¬ 
ated  themselves  for  all  but  tbe 
Watford  dub.”  Carter  in¬ 
dicated  that  Maxwell  had 


offered  his  shares  in  Reading 
to  Roger  Srnee,  the  chairman, 
who  had  “responded.”  . 

Carter  continued:  “7  flank 
the  situation  is  now  com¬ 
pletely  in  Mr  Maxwell’s 
hands.  If  s  up  to  him  to  realize 
that  if  he  wants  to  have 
Watford  he  must  under  the 
new  regulation  dispense  with 
the  other  two  dubs.

There  is  a  fading  among  the 
committee  members  that  if  a 
case  were  to  come  before  them 
that  warranted  a  decision 
outside  the  some  of  the 
regulations,  it  might  be  better 
for  an  independent  arbitrator 
to  be  appointed. 

Carter,  who  stressed  that  he . 
did  not  think  that  this  was 
applicable  to  the  Watford 
situation,  said:  “Personally  I 
would  take  such  an  idea  on 
board.  Ilhink  it  is  a  consid¬ 
erable  problem  for  the 
management  committee  to 
adjudicate  on  such  matters  if 
there  were  many  of  them.

Gasser’s  appeal  is 
rejected  by  IAAF

Sandra  Gasser’s  appeal 
against  a  two-year  ban  for 
drug  abuse  has  been  turned 
down  by  the  International 
Amateur  Athletic  Federation 
arbitration  committee. 

However,  toe  Swiss  middle- 
distence  ram er  maintained 
that  she  was  going  to  continue 
her  fight  far  reinstatement, 
and  Georg  Kennel,  the  presir 
dent  of  her  domestic  federa¬ 
tion,  said  that  be  had  had 
high-level  assurance  that 
Miss  Gasser’s  two  mine  speci¬ 
mens  were  so  different  under 
analysis  that  there  was  doubt 
that  they  came  from  the  same 
sample. 

The  arbitration  panel  made 
its  derision  late  on  Monday 
evening  after  a  seven-hour 
bearing.  The  rejection  was 
described  as  “final  and 
bfadisg,”  and  a  spokeswoman 
for  toe  IAAF  yesterday  said 
that  there  was  no  indication  as 
to  whether  it  was  a  majority 
derision  or  ummhmty  among 
toe  three  panellists. 

Nor  were  specific  reasons 
given,  apart  from  “It  has  not 
been  established  that  the  in¬ 
vestigation  was  not  carried  oat 
in  accordance  with  rule  144 


(IAAF  regulation,  referring  to 
banned  substances!,  or  the 
recoaunended  doping 
procedures.” 

But  Kennel,  on  his  return  to 
Switzerland  yesterday,  said: 
“They  said  that  the  difference 
between  the  A  and  B  sample 
was  not  so  big.  They  accepted 
the  opinion  of  Rosati  (tbe 
Italian  head  of  the  Roman 
testing  laboratory!.  But  Man¬ 
fred  Donike  told  the  IAAF  on 
January  14  that  the  difference 
between  toe  two  samples  is  so 
big,  it  woold  be  unbriievableto 
condemn  her.  Donike  doubted 
it  was  toe  same  sample.”  Dr 
Donike  is  the  head  of  one  of 
the  most  respected  inter¬ 
national  testing  laboratories, 
in  Cologne. 

Tbe  IAAF  riding  also 
stressed  its  own  antonomy 
over  international  athletics,  a 
reference  to  the  derision  of  a 
civil  court  in  Berne,  which 
gave  Gasser  ptrwmrien  to  ran 
domestically.
